The attitude of the Imperialist 
was to make the Empire self-con- 
tained commercially, Another object 
of Mr. Chamberlain was to prevent 
entangling alliances with the United 
States. The most entangling allian- 
ce that could be entered into with the 
States would be oa treaty of reci- 
procity. He recalled the former cvci- 
i procity treaty with the United Stat- 
tes, which was broken off just as soon 
as it suited Congress, and another 
treaty would place us in the same

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' DANGER IN SODA SIPHONS. 


Remarkable Engineering Ylan to They May Explode and Cause Injary 


Keep Back the Ocean, 

The backbone of this tremendous en- 
gincering project Is the great sca dike, 
which Is to perform the all important 
function of shutting out the North sea, 
keeping the ancient encmy at a safe 
distance. This once accomplished, all 
that remains Js simple. Wrobably the 
Dutch are the only hydraulic cngincers 
In ‘the world who would calmly pro- 
pose to wall off a stormy, avgry sea, 
swept by great tides and lofty tidal 
waves, from an inner body of water 
measuring twenty-five miles across, 
The Dutch not only propose it, but 
they know just how they are going to 
do it. They Lave counted every cubic 
foot of timber, every pound of stone, 
every willow twig, every day's labor 
that will be required. They: know 
what they are about. They even have 
estimated exactly bow long the work 
will take. 

This the greatest of all sea embank- 
ments in the wide world, this modern 
and beautifully useful Chinese wall, 
will extend from the maininnd of north 
Holland a short distance across a 
shallow strait to the {sland of Wier- 
Jogen, thence across the Zuyder Zee to 
the coast of Friesland, The total length 
of this “afsluit dijk” {s 248 miles. 
Massive it must be, firm a8 a rock, to 
withstand the attacks of the storms 
which will beat agalnst !t from the 
North sea, to resist the pressure of the 
ice which in winter will drive with 
terrible force upon its ramparts... De- 
spite the fact that there are here no 
Tock foundations and that the whole 
structure must be planted upon the 
anndy bottom, the Dutch have no fear, 
All their lives they have been strug- 
gling with just such unprowising mna- 
terlals. Nothing but walls of sand now 
protect most of Holland froin the fn- 
roads of the occan. Sand makes a, 
food bulwark and also a good founda- 
tion if you know how to use it, and 
there {s no trick in this trade that the 
Dutch engineers had not mastered gen- 
erations ago.—Walter Wellinan In Me 
Clore’s. 

A Fantastic Painting. 

The morbid streak in human nature 
was evidenced recently by the throngs 
that paused on Rrondwny to gaze at 
an old pxinting that hung In an auc 
tloneer’s window. It represented “The 
Day of Judgment.” Pits of sulphur, 
ghouls, fends, harples and serpents 
were oll pictured In a way to make the 
blood run cold, but the most grewsomdé 
part of the painting was the upper left 
hand corner, There Napoleon Bona- 
parte was shown standing grimly, 
with folded arms, In the midst of en- 
wreathing flaines, The victims of his 
ambitious schemes confronted him ss 
skeletons, and a dead body plerced 
with 2 sword was held accusingly be- 
fore his eyes. 

This painting was begun by Jean 
Cousin at Paris in 1530. The part of it 
called “Napoleon In Hell" was execut- 
ed by Wiertz in 1540, and the finishing 
touches were added by a third artist 
named Vallet. 

It fs a fantastic work, evidently In- 
spired In theme by Dante's “Inferno.” 
It is said there Is nothing else like it 
in the world. Many of those who vicw- 
ed It with a shudder say that one paint- 
ing of the kind is enough. 





The Soll That Breeds Finc Horses, 

In describing experiments made for 
the department of agriculture on the 
effects of Ime and magnesia upon ani- 
mal production D, W. May of the Ken- 
tucky experiment station remarks that 
it is a well known fact that the great- 
eat development in Ive stock has been 
attalned fn limestone regions. He adds 
that in the blue grass regton of Ken- 
tucky. long noted for the beauty and 
quality of its Ive stock nnd especially 
of Its thoroughbred horses, the soll has 
been formed lnrgely by the disintegra- 
tion of a limestone vyry rich in phos. 
phates. Hut even in that favored re- 
gion experiments are under way to de- 
termine whether the quality of the anl- 
mals may not be improved by the ad- 
dition of certain mineral clements to 
the food,

The figures 
show nn avernge of 76.75 accidents 
per week, with 57.52 persons Injured 
and 7.9 killed every week. During the 
last twelve months the total number 
of passengers. nnd railway officinis 
killed by accidents to passenger trains 
on British railways was eight, the In- 
Jured being 2244.

Do' you know that the siphon bottle 
ordinarily used for vicby, soda water 
and other effervescent drinks Is usually 
charged with a pressure of from 120 to 

00 pounds to the square inch? The 
danger lkely to result from an explo- 
sion of one of these Jittle household ar- 
ticles is by no weans inconsiderable, 
nnd yet the average person handics a 
siphon as though {t were the most 
harmless thing in the world. 

There are two or three things to re- 
member in bandllug siphons: Never 
keep your siphons near the range, for 
the unusual beat Js more likely than 
anything else to cause an explosion. 
Don’t subject the bottle to any sudden 
change of temperature whatever. For 
instance, if you keep your siphons in 
the ice box—and that is the best and 
safest place for themm—don't grasp the 
glass part of the bottle with your warm 
hand, for the sudden change of temper- 
ature is apt to cause an explosion. The 
best way to carry a siphon at all times 
is by the metal top at the head of the 
bottle. It is needless to say tho great- 
est care should be taken not to drop a 
siphon, for an explosion js the inev- 
itable result. When empty, the siphon 
is, of course, quite barmicss. 

That these bottles nre considered a 
great source of danger 1s evidenced by 
the fact that the courts inevitably hold 
the bottlers strictly Hable for all dam- 
ages resulting from the explosion of 
one of them ff even the slightest defect 
in the manufacture of the bottle can 
be shown. .

THE QUALITY OF GENIUS. 


ite Practical Absorption of a Man's 
Beat Faculties, 

Yo be a great lawyer is incompatible 
with being a great poet. Nevertheless, 
Shakespeare was fond of showing hig 
little tegal knowledge, and Bacon has 
Written some verse. There have becn 
writers of eminence, like Walter Scott 
and Thackeray, who were lawyers by 
profession, but they must have made 
law quite subordinate to literature, al- 
though some of them, like Walter 
Scott, have got money by following the 
law. Hoffinan, the author of “The Pot 
of Gold” and other imaginative stories, 
was a man of genius, who was also a 
Judge or a magistrate. I think, howev- 
er, that his Iegul duties sat Ughtly on 
him. Ilis connection with the law 
seems somewhat similar to that of 
Walter Scott. It was neither absorb- 
{ng nor permanent. Voliticilans tura 
to literature. Literary men, ike Cha- 
teaubriaud and Lamurtine, have held 
high places as politicians, but they 
never were real statesmen, and 1 
should not call them men of great 
genius. A man of action may be great 
in more elds of action than one. 
Julius Casar and Napoleon Bonaparte 
Were statesmen and generals, but they 
Were not and could not be poets, 
though Julius Cwsar was a writer. 
Among the anclent Greeks and later 
Spanianls and Yortuguese we find 
bocts who wero soldiers and even gen- 
crals. They, however, were not wholly 
military. Only a part, and sometimes 
a small part, of their Hyves was spent 
in service, Horace’s experience of war 
was very short, and, although he was 
a military tribune, he was not a dis- 
tinguished soldier. A man may be 
excellent In more ways than one, but 
he cannot be a. man of genius in two 
different ways.. A few Instances, such 
as that of Sheridan, might be given 
which seem to be exceptions to the 
rule. I doubt whether they are 60. 
The same {nclination made Sheridan 
an orator and a writer of comedy.— 
Notes and Queries,

“JAPANESE HOMES. | PROPER, BREATHING. 
There Are No Doors or Passages In 
a Typical Dwelling. : 

The Japanese house consists In the 
main of a post at cach corner and a 
roof. The roof may or may not be cor- 
ered with heavy channeled purplish 
tiles, It makes little difference th the 
Jong run whether it {s or is not, for if 
it is not tiled the first typhoon that 
comes along reinores it into some- 
body's garden anything up to n quarter 
of a mile away, and if it is tiled beav- 
ily enough to resist the typhoon so 
much the worse for the people under- 
neath it when the frst genulne carth- 
quake arrives. But the odds are that it 
will be burned down before either hap- 
pens,.as the Japanese use very cheap 
lamps and very ficry petroleum and 
are regular children about fires. Of 
course something else {s done to the 
four posts and the roof before they be- 
come a house In which births, mar- 
ringes and deaths can take place. But 
really remarkably little Is necessary. 
Crossbeams are naturally added to 
support the weight of the roof, grooves 
are made in the crossbeams and In 
the platform raiscd a foot or two above 
the ground which constitutes the floor. 
A Japanese house is all on one floor 
generally—in fact, one might say it is 
all one floor. Between the grooves in 
the floor and the groores in the cross- 
beams are run shutters with paper 
panels to divide the houses into what- 
ever number of rooms the owner may 
choose, which depends on the number 
of bedrooms he may require. There 
are no doors or passages jn a typical 
Japanese house. In it every room acts 
AS n passage into the room beyond it, 
and for the door you slide back the 
panel that happens to be nearest to 
you. For this sliding there are little 
bronze sunk handles in the wooden 
frames of the panels, The outstile pa-

Who are afflicted with chronic nose, 
throat and chest affections? The mouth 
breather always, and we will nev- 
er stamp out such conditions as pul- 
monary tuberculosis, together with 
numerous other affections of the re 
splratory tract, until! we. the human 
family, have learned to take every In- 
spiration through the nose. 

I have taken the liberty to divide 
mouth breathers into two classes, con- 
firmed and moderate. The first breathes 
almost continually with open mouth, 
The second is not conscious that he 
breathes other than through the nor- 
mal clfanncls and will not admit that 
he does otherwise until you convince 
him such is the case. 1t {s my custom 
to engage the doubting one in conver- 
sation or have him read for me, when 
he will be surprised to learn that he 
has spoken several sentences or read 
many paragraphs without once closing 
his mouth.

sults, for, as Dr. Leland remarks, the 
nose wants air and not water. 

Douching and spraying are contrary 
to nature and should never be prac- 
ticed. 

When the patient Is a mouth breath- 
er through habit, and this mny be de- 
termined by having him breathe first 
through one nostril and then through 
the other, It {s my custom to order him 
to breathe forcibly through bis nostrils 
at the rate of one respiration per sec- 
ond for ten seconds, this to constitute 
one exercise, to be repeated often, per 
haps eight or ten times during the day. 
He will find that this more than com- 
pensates for his spray, for having used 
the spray in the morning ‘be is “filled 
up,” as he expreases , Tong before 
noon, Tis nose be can exetclse at will 
and thus keep It free. The exercise I 
prescribe for all patients during the 
process of repair following operations, 
to be continucd until they are confirm. 
ed nasal breathers. A mouth guard 
should be worn at night for a few 
weeks, 

If we are going to cure nasal catarrb 
and, ier respiratory dificulties, the 
resplfitory tract being freed of all ob- 
structions and Irritable areas, the pa- 
tient must be tauglt to breathe nor- 
mally. > : 

Irritable areas are not always de 
tected by the probe; therefore we can- 
not depend upon that method, but 
inust' note that these patches bave a 
characteristic appearance. They are 
found not only in tho nose, but often- 
times in the nasopharynx and pharynx 
as well and are of a pale, waterlogged 
appearance. They may be obliterated 
surgically or by cauterization, and !f 
the nose thereafter Is properly used 
like areas do not return, This may be 
said for all bypertrophic removals,’ To 
bring about a permanent patency of 
the eustachian tube the individual must 
becowe a nasal breather. Therefore it 
is nbsolutely essentin} to overcome or 
permnauently improve most varicties of 
deafness and tinnitus aurluin that the 
patient breathe through the nose at all 
times. The eustachlan catheter is of- 
ten harinful, acting as a mechanical Ir- 
ritant and thus assisting the progress 
of an already thickened and perbaps 
irritable membrane. 

The dilatation of the checks of the 
patient and the Inflation perhaps for the 
first few treatments of alr medicated 
aud thereafter with alr in ita purity, or 
V’rofessor Volltzer’s method, the pa- 
tent being careful between times to 
continue his breathing exercise, are 
vastly superior to other forms of infla- 
tlom, Alr is what the thickened custa- 
chian orifice needs to return it to a 
normal state, and this applica to the 
thickened or collapsed eustachian tube 
and middle ear as well, also the acces- 
sory nasal eayitles. 

The oxygen treatment {fs familiar, 
but why use oxygen artificially when 
alr breathed normally will supply it? 

Your patient can go to a milder cll- 
mate and breathe with open mouth 
and be benefited, but would it not be 
far better for him to remain at home, 
breathe through Lis nose and fully re- 
cover? ‘ 

Commence with the babe. Make It a 
special point that it breathe through 
the nose, if It cannot know the reason 
why. Certainly if the Indian mother 
recognized the necessity and insisted 
that ber babe breathe properly the clv- 
Slized mother of today should. Follow 
It from babyhood to childhood. Im- 
press the necessity upon it as a child, 
and, barring accident, it will never 
breathe otherwise. If It Is found fol- 
lowing an necldent from a fall or blow 
that the nose is not free have the fault 
corrected. Normal breathing will help 
materially to bring about perfect de- 
velopment, and without normal breath- 
ing such development cannot be at- 
tained. : 








TWO TON BLACKFISH. 


A School That Was Driven Ashore 
at Cape Cod. 

One day in November, several yenrs 
ago, the good people living on the 
Massachusetts bay shore at the north 
end of Cape Cod were wrought to the 
highest pitch of excitement by the ar- 
rival of an Immense school of binck- 
fish which were on the flats chasing 
bait, as the swall fish they feed on are 
called, and gradually worklug Inshore. 
The news spread like wildfire. Vil- 
lage stores were hastily closed, school- 
boys deserted schoolrooms, and eren 
women flocked to the shore. Tye flats 
nlong the coast make out from half to 
a mille and g half practically level and 
almost dry at low tide where at high 
tide Is four to cight feet of water. No 
school of biackfish so Inrge as this bad 
ever been heard of. And by good luck 
the tide was ebbing. . 

Mastily the boats were Isunched, 
each tanking a thalf dozen men and 
boys, those not rowing being armed 
with sticks and picces of board. Ina 
quarter of an hour they were in pos!- 
tlon in half circle and to leeward of 
the fish, 

“Close in now,” came from the “com- 
modore,” “and make all the nolse you 
cant!” And they did, fairly churning 
the water with boards aud sticks, Tho 
thousands of squid and berring on 
which the biackiish were fceding nas- 
alsted In {bis movement by getting In- 
to sheal water as far os possible so 
that the biackfilsh could not follow 
them, The result was Ineritable. The 
fast ebbing tide soon began to leave 
the big dsh fn such sloal water that 
it was difficult for the Inrger ones to 
awim, Gradually the circle of boats 
drew nearer pod nearer, and in two 
hours 90 per ‘cent of the entire school 
was stranded ou the dats. For weeka 
afier the villagers were engaged in 
cutting up and trying out the oll. The 
total catch netted some $25,000, many 
of the fish welghing two tous apicce.— 
Outing.

The students and professors had a

City of Ottawa. Again Suffers 
Heavily By Fire. 





Three Priests Badly Iajered—Feur Sta- 
deats nad Three Domestics Seriously 
Bart—Fine Library of 30,000 Volumes 
Destreyed—250 Students Homeless— 
Becerds All Lest—The Total Less 
About Malf a Million Dollars. 


Ottawa, Dec. 3.—The University of 
Ottawa, one of the eldest cducation- 
al institutions in Canada, was con 
pletely destroyed by a fire which 
broke out shortly before 8 o'clock, 
yesterdny morning. Several priests, 
engaged as professors in the institu- 
tion, and students were severely in- 
jured or burned in jumping from the 
building. The loss is about $500,- 
00G, gint the insurance $250,000. 

The fire started in the Acad 
hall of the main building and gam 
headway at a surprising rate. ‘Th: 
flatwes awept down the hig corridors 
and as there were no fire walls be 
tween the different sections of the 
building thers was nothing to stay 
the progress of the fire, 

The students had just finished their 
breakfast, and some of them were 











in their rooms when the fire broke | 


out. They suddenly found their exit 
cut of by smoke und fire, und at 
once commenced jumping from the 
Windows, some of them three or four 
stureys.

When making beef tea never add the 
salt tit the meat haa been’ cooking for 
some time. Salt acts upon the fiber and 
prevents it glying out all its nourishing 
properties, 

Never allow meats to boll when cook- 
ing them in water, but let the water 
simmer gently, keeplng the kettle on 
the back of the stove, Hard boiling in 
salted water will toughen the tenderest 
plece of meat ever sold. 

Peach, grape and other very julcy 
ples often give trouble by overflowing 
the crust and making Jt unpleasantly 
soggy. An old time remedy Is to bind 
a strip of wet linen over the edge of 
the pie just before it goes Into the oren, 








Concerning Tables. 

Taken nll in all, the square table 
with solid center support and corner 
legs that are strong without belng 
“lumpy” and graceful without orna- 
ment is the best for general use, As 
dining room nnd library furniture 
yields far less to the influence of fash- 
fon than does that for the drawing 
room it should be selected for rich 
woods, its fine construction, Its solidl- 
ty aud cbaracter. All cheap vulgarl- 
tles of ornament should be eschewed 
and especially that which Js giacd on, 
Rough carving Is least objectionable, 
though a handsomely graincd wood 
with no ornament save its own fine 
coloring Is far richer. Two favorite 
woods for heavy dining room and li- 
brary tables are oak and makogany. 
The former Is toned tn golden, dark 
oak, Flemish brown or cathedral green 
and fs seen either in a high shellac or 
was finish. The favorite width fora 
Ubrary table is thirty-four inches; for 
the dining table from forty-Nve to fif- 
ty-four luches,—Harper’s Bazar,

Set the powl contaluing the mix- 
ture into a basin of boiling water and 
stir carefully for u few minutes, Add 
n cupful of bolled and stralucd oyster 
Nquor and boll until the sauce is quite 
smooth and like a custard. Draw back 
on the store and add the oysters, whole 
if they are small, chopped if they are 
large. Serve the sauce separately, but 
pour a little around the becksteak, 
which should be garnished with pars- 
ley. 


Owen Daw Corn Bread, 

Take two teacups of boiled hominy 
and while hot inix with it a very large 
$poouful of butter. Beat four eggs 
very light and stir them into the hom- 
iny. Add a pint of milk, gradually stir- 
red In, and a half pint of white corn 
meal; salt. The batter should bo of the 
consistency of boiled custard. Bake 
with a good deal of heat at the bottom 
of the oven and not too much at the 
top. The pan should be deep. This 
bread fs often baked in a inilk pan.

He said neither the lace nor the 
candy factory could supply its | or 
ders. He showed an order for G5 enr- 
Jonds of candy fram a Cincinnati 
firm. He showed a draft for $50,000 
from a wealthy Well-wisher, and de 
clared he could draw. Yor $200,000 
mnore on oue of Zion's friends in Wis-

On this showing he offered to xet- 
Ue all urgent claims in cash and to 
put Zion on a cash basis in all fu- 
ture dealings with the outside world. 
With his heaviest creditors gut of

‘The Brilliant but Modest Wife of the 
Great Russian Writer. : 

Countess Tolstol Is a wonderful wom- 
an, and but for ber genlus her distin- 
guished husband, the great Russian 
writer, would today be a beggar, a de- 
crepit invalid, with his physical pow- 
ers wasted and gone years ago. Mme. 
Tolstol, handsome, highly educated, 
practical, has been the power bebind 
the throne, engineer of the elaborate 
Tolstol machinery, which so speedily 
would have gone to smash without her. 
Bhe persists in keeping berself in the 
background and 1s quite content to re- 
malin unknown.” 

When Count Tolstoi met her, she was 
a mere girl, the daughter of a phy- 
sician in Moscow. He was already a 
Jaded man of the world, with strange 
religious ideas just beginning to crop 
out. He had sold his estates and had 
decided never to marry. Then be met

the countess, and she changed the 
whole world for him. They were mar- 
Tied in 18862, and she began her life of 
constant self sacrifice by going out to 
a ttle hut on the Polyana estate, all 
that was left of the big Louse. 

There she lived for seventeen years 
In a lonely, deserted place, miles away 
from town. Tolstol was then golng up 
and down the Russian empire studying 


sovial conditions and absent from bome * 


for months at a time. The countess at- 
tended to Ler housework—they were 
too poor to hare many servants. She 
nursed each one of her thirteen chil- 
dren. She dispensed with corernesscs 
and taught them herself German, 
French and English, gave them music 
lessons, made thelr clothes and ber 
own. Then, as soon as her husband be 
gan a book, she began revising it, 
translating It from Russian inte French 
or German, copylog it In ber clear 
handwriting, so that the printer could 
read it—she Is about the only person 
who can make head or tall of the 
count’s writing—and attending to the 
publication of the book when It was 
Nolsbed. 

Count Tolstol pays no attention at all 
to the royalties.on his books, and he 
even went so far years ago ns to de- 
clare to his wife that they bad no right 
to recelvre money for Lis work. But as 
the family property had to be sold 
plece by plece to get the money to buy 
bread for the children Countess Tol- 
Btol rebelled and threatencd to leave 
bitn unless he let her collect the money 
which was duc him. So now all the 
business is transacted through her. 
She has pald off ail the deSts on tho 
estate, and a few years ago she bought 
a pretty ittle house in Moscow, which 
gives her a chance to sce something of 
life and people and know what is golng 
on in the world,—St. Louls Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

Nespateh of the United States Craiser At-

fim View ef the Rumer That 3,000 
Colombian Soldiers Are Marehing ou

Indian Coast, 


Washington, Dec. 8.—The despatch 
of the United States cruiser Atlanta 
to the Gulf.of Darien is of great im- 
portance and interest in connection 
with the munor from Colon of the 
departure of the Colonibian — soldivrs 
for the Isthmus of Panatna. ‘The gulf 
is about 180 miles cast of Colon, 
and the cruise in those waters will 
enable the Avtanta’s conmander to 
Keep in close touch with the develop- 
ments at Cartagina, from which place 
itis rumoted that soldiers are to 
march, United States naval officials 
decline to say whether the desxpateh 
of the Atlanta is ‘the result of any 
intimations of war-like operations on 
the part of Colombia. — Nevertheluss 
the departure of the vessel is regurd- 
ed ns significant, indicating the in- 
tention of the United States to be 
on the alert. To the Colombians in 
Washington the reports from Colon 
produced a mystifying, effect. ‘They 
will not say whether they telieve the 
rumors or not.

diers at Cartagena and the various 
points alone the sea coast available 
for an invasion of the Isthiuus.

AN ODD ILLUSION. 


Am Apparatus That Makes You Seem 
to Look Through a Brick. 

Here’ fs the way to construct an ap. 
paratus which produces an odd ilfu- 
sion In that it makes It appear as 
though you were looklog right through 
a solid brick: 

Take three smal] square flat paper 
boxes and provide yourself with four 
pleces of mirror. One of the boxes is 
placed on the table, the cover closed 
and two sides or ends cut out. The 
other two boxes are closed, and a picce 
as large ns one of the sides taken out 
of the first box is cut out of the top 
and bottom on two opposite ends. Then

Morbert Spencer is Dead, Aged 83—Sen of 
@ Poor Country Scheel Master Me Be- 
came One ef the Famous Quartette 
Which Ferced Evolution Doctrines Up- 
oa the Werld—Always Nefased Reyal 
and Academie Nenors—11 For Months. 


London, Dec. 9.—Herbert Spencer, 
the famous author, dicd yesterday 
morning at his home it Brighton. 
His health had been failing for some 
months, The illness took a critical 
tutn a few days ago, and he becaine 
unconscious Monday night, passing 
away without pain.

tically rovolutionized the entire world 
of modern thought. 


Bers in 1820, 


The author of thie comprehensive 
revolution was born in the first quar- 
ter of the century (April 27, 1820), 
the son of @ poor. schoolmaster in 
Derby. He had few early advantages. 
His education comprised only a smat- 
tering of the dead languages, and no 
knowledge of the living ones, not or- 
en German, the lack of which he free- 
ly deplored. In his seventeenth year 
he an engineer and followed’ 
that calling for eight years. 

In’ his Yeisure hours he interested 
himself in the study of social science, 
the first fruits of which appeared in 
1885. in ‘‘Social Stalics,"" = book 
which, appearing four years before 
“The Origin of Species,’ dimly an- 
ticipated ‘some of Darwin's conclu. 
sions—for it purported to interpret 
the phenomena of mind on the gvner- 
al principle of evolution. 

‘The Kk was received with  curi- 
osity and approval by the learned 
and progressive, with scorn or ne- 
slect. by tho unlearncd and conserva- 
tive. . 

Best of all, he lived to seo the 
world, which on its lower but more 
numerously populated levels had been 
Inclined to hoot at him, turn around 
and applaud him as one of the great- 
est intellectual Jeadcra of his time. 
His cightieth birthday, in 1900, wan 
grected with a chorus of praise in 
which all the civilized world joined. 

Most Simple Maz, 


Herbert Spencer was one of the 
most simple ant unostentatious of 
men. He repeatedly declined acade- 
mic honors from universities and col- 
leges und titular honors which Queen 
Victoria was willing to bestow upon 
him, with, it must be confessed, a 
somewhat niggard hand. She who 
made Disracli an Earl never offered 
to make Herbert Spencer anything 
higher than a baronet. But in truth 
the earldom would have been even 
more distasteful to him than the 
baronetcy. 

In his carly days Spencer had 
shown inventive talent. He construc- 
ted a volocimeter, to indicate the 
speed of locomotives, and long be- 
fore Francis Galton produced — coim- 
posite photographs Spencer had sug- 
gested the idea and pointed out its 
value.

" “yaent of Agriculture, Summarizes the 
Recent Addres of Mr, Q. Nareld Powell 
at Beston for Menefit of the Canadian 
Fruit Growers—The Reeemmeandations 
Made... 


In an address at the recent annual 
meeting of the American Pomological 
Society, held at Boston, Mr. \G. Har- 
old Powell gave some excellent | ad- 
vice in regard to growing fruit of 
first class quality. Many of tho 
points which he brought out were 
noted with approval by Mr, W. A. 
MacKinnon, Chief of .the 
Fruit Division, and are given here for 
the benefit of Canadian fruit growers, 
Mr. Powell recommended as summer 
apples for the United States, Red 
Astrachan, Sweet Dough, and Wil- 
Nams; for autumn ‘apples, Graven- 
stein and Alexander; for ‘winter, the 
Greening, the Newton Pippin, which 
he stated had ‘sometimes sold as high 
as $20.00 oa barrel, the King, the 
Spitzenberg, Baldwin, Spy and Mac- 
Intosh Hed. Lo recommended —top- 
grafting the King on two-year-old 
Spies, stating that in this way a 
vigorous tree bearing good’ crops 
would be obtained. 

Negarding the Ben Davis, Mr. Pow- 
ell mado a very cutting criticiam, 
declaring it had only one quality to 
recommend it, namely, its color; and 
stating that no fruit would take « 
prominent place in our markets or 
would “continue to be a profitable 
one for growers, which depends upon 
a single virtue for its sale. 

‘The Champion grape received ao 
similar castigation- Its only virtue 
is {ts ecarlincss, and this Mr. Powcll 
thinks has made it one of the worst 
enemles of the grape grower, inas- 
much as the price of the Champions 
at first very high, drops almost to 
nothing. Tho last price of the 
Champion, or what the public are 
willing to pay after they bavo be- 
come acquainted with its wretched 
quality, fixes the price for all other 
grapes which follow, though they are 
infinitely superior in quality to the 
Champion. In other words, rock 
bottoin prices having been once fixed 
it is iinpossible to get back to nor- 
mal prices. 

Mr. Powell spoke rather more kind- 
ly of the Elberta peach, but is of the 
opinion that it also is not an un- 
mixed blessing to the fruit growers. 
It isa splendid shipper but has no 
quality. 

The conclusion to be draWn fron 
Mr. Powell's remarks is that what- 
ever transient advantages inay be ob- 
tained ty the grower from the pro- 





DAIRY RATIONS. 


Paragraphed Folate Frem an Article by 
Pref. D. M. Otis of Kansan 
In any ordinary herd, cows will be 
found that vary considerably in their 
milk yield. ; 
It stands to reason that a cow giv- 
ing ten pounds of ‘milk dally docs 
not need the same quantity and 





ty or thirty pounds,of milk daily. 

. To successfully fecd any“herd of 
cows it is necessary to study indivi- 
duality. The oxperience of the Kan- 
sas Agricultural College shows that 
one cow will produce butter-fat at 
10 to 11 cents per pound for feed 
consumed, while another cow by her 
side will charge 24 cents per pound. 

In order to know what a cow is 
doing, it is necessary to keep a dally 
record of her milk yield. 

From this record a dairyman can 
increase or decrease the feed in ac- 
cordance. with the amount of milk 
given by the cow. Without this re- 
cord and the varying of the {ced ac- 
cordingly, much costly feed will be 
wasted on cows that will not make 
adequate returns for it. 

Not only must the cow's ration 

the right quality, but it must 
appetizing. 

Dry bread and cold pancakes con- 
tain just as inuch nutriment as fresh 
bread and hot pancakes. 

The one will give man the com- 
plexion of skim milk; the other will 
cause him to bloom as the rose of 
summer, 

In many respects a cow is like a 
man. Sho wants her feed in a palat- 
able form. 

To obtain. thin quality it fs neccs- 
sary to furnish some succulent feed. 
For this purpose ensilage is undoubt- 
edly the best and cheapest where a 
man is fixed for handling it. 

In the absence of ensilage, roots 
furnish a good substitute. We should 
also bear in mind that a mixture of 
foeds ia always to bo preferred to 
any one single feed. 

For Instance, if a man has both 
corn and Kaffir corn he will find that 
he will- get better returns for f 
consumed if he will feed a mixture

Reselotion Massed to Somurintize Gevorn- 
meat Hy Ontaric Kxperimental Unier, 


After a paper on *'Forestry,”” by 
RD. Craig, DS.A., FEL, Passa 
dena, Cal. director of Co-operative 
Experiments in Forestry for that 
Suite, had been read, and an in- 
teresting discussion, the following re- 
tution Was passed:

Lighthouses are perhaps the cause of 
more accidents to birds than any other 
obstacle they encounter on their noc 
turna} migrations north and south. 
Many.bundreds are found dead at the 
base of such stroctures, The sudden 
glare is so confusing and blinding as 
they shoot from intense darkness into 
its circle of radiance that they are 
completely bewildered and dash bead- 
long against the thick panes of glass. 
Telegraph wires are another menace 
to low Sying birds, especially those 
which, ike quall and woodcock, enjoy 
a whirlwind and attain great speed 
within a few yards. Buch birds have 
been found cut almost in two by. the 
force with which they struck the wire. 

The elements frequently catch birds 
unawares and overpower them. A 
sudden wind or storm will drive coast 
flying birds hundreds of miles out to 
sea, and oceanic birds may be blown as 
far inland. Hurricanes in the West 
Indies are sald to cause the deaths of 
fnnumerable birds, as well as other 
creatures. Smal! islands are known to 
have become completely depopulated 
of their feathered inhabitants from 
such a cause. Violent hallstorms, com- 
ing without warning in warm weather, 
are quite common agents in the do- 
struction of birds, and thousands of 
English sparrows have been stricken 
in a city during such a storm. 

Ruffed grouse have a habit of bur 
rowing deep beneath the snow in win- 
ter and letting the storm shut them in. 
They spend the night io this warm, 
cozy retreat, their breath making its 
way out through the loosely packed 
crystals. But this becomes a fatal 
trap when a cold rain sets in during 
the night and an impenetrable crust 
cuts off their means of escape—New 
York Post.

Acute Vision of Birds. 
Birds have very acute vislon—per- 
haps the most acute of any creature— 
| and the sense Js almost more widely 
j diffused over the retina than Is the case 
with man; consequently a bird can see 
objects sideways as well as in front of 
it, A bird secs—showlng great uneas!- 
ness in consequence—a hawk Jong be- 
fore it Is visible to man. So, too, fowls 
and pigeons find minute scraps of food, 
| distingulshing them from what appear 
to us exactly similar pleces of carth 
or gravel. Young chickens are also 
able to find their own food, knowing 
its position and bow distant it is as 
soon as they are hatched, whereas a 
child only very gradually learns elther 
to sce or to understand tke distance of 
Several birds—apparently 
the young of all those that nest on the 
ground—can see quite well directly 
j they come out of the shell, but the 
young of birds that nest in trees or on 
rocks are born blind and have to be 
fed. 














President For a Day. 

David R. Atchison of Missouri bad 
the unique honor of being president of 
the United States for one day, and that 
was Sunday, March 4, 1849. The term 
of James K. Polk expired on the morn- 
ing of that day, but, as it was Sunday, 
the president elect, General Zachary 
Taylor, was not inaugurated until next 
day, March 5.

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THE PIONEER FARMER. 
Methods Adopted by the Government of 
Domliaion to Assist Him te Overcome 
Initial Difficuities and Mardships. 


Owlng to the necessity of breaking 
tht new land, the ‘Jack of capital and 
the . distance from markets, many 
settlers in the Northwest naturally 
f'nd*the frst few years rather trying. 
In order to assist the pioneer farm- 
crs to keep a few dairy cows which 
yield a modest cash income monthly, 
the Dairy Division of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. several 
years ago cstablished a number of 
creamerics under Government con- 
trol. At the present time there are 
cightcen creauerics ‘of this sort in 
operation in the’ Territories, situated 
at Calgary, Innisfail, Edmonton. 
Tindastoll, Wetaskiwin, Red Deer, 
Blackfalds and Lucombe in the Ter- 
ritury of Alberta; at Churchbridgo, 
Moose Jaw, Whitewood, Regina, 
Moosomin, Saltcoats, South Qu’Ap- 
pelle and Grenfvll in the Territory of 
Assiniboia, and at Prince Albert in 
the Territory of Saskatchewan, 
Three creamerics of the creamerics 
formerly munaged were clos by the 
Ikpartment in 1902, owing to the 
Inck of syflicient patronage, The 
fuilure of the farmers in these dis- 
_tricts to support the creaincrics docs 
not appear to arise from any Jack 
of contidence in the dairy business, 
but simply because they are now in 
a position to go into stock raising 
and grain growing, and because they 
prefer the latter means of livelihood, 
The changes of the past few years 
have altered the aspect of farming 
operations in many parts of the 
Nerthwest. Last year five carloads 
of butter from the Government 
ercameries were exported to Great 
Lritain, one carload was sold for 
export to Queensland, Auxtralia, and 
shipments were also made to China, 
Jupan and the Yukon. The remnind- 
er was disposed of in local and Bri- 
tish Columbia iwurkets, 


Governmest Creamerice 


Uy: to October Ist of this year the 
oviput of butter from the Govern- 
ment creameries exceeded that of 
lust year by 100,000 pounds. The 
inercase has been mainly .in Alberta. 
‘This year all the butter has bern 
taken by the markets of Western 
Canada, or has been exported to the 
Orient, none having been shipped to 
Creat Britain. The exhibit of Cana- 
ap dairy products at the great 
Japenese Exposition at Osaka was 
an eacellent advertisement and has 
already borne fruit; three new cus- 
tomers for butter have already been 
secured by the Departioent in that 
country as a direct result of that cr- 
hibition. The trade in butter for the 
Oricnt is for the European residents 
there and not for the natives, and 
Mr. J. A. Ruddick, Chief of the 
Dairy Division, hopes also to develop 
an extensive trade with the warships 
touching at Nagasaki for coal, It is 
a good thing that this trade with the 
Orient has been worked up by the 
Jovernment creamerics, as it requir- 
es some financing cad could scarcely 
be handled so well by private enter- 
prise; us it- is necessary to have 
every facility for studying the mark- 
et and also to be in a position to 
ship at once on receipt of cablegratn, 
In the case of the trade with the 
warships for instance; they some+ 
times stay several weeks at this 
couling station and in that time it 
would te possible to get a supply 
of fresh butter to them from Can- 
ada. Part of the butter shipped this 
season, cspecially in the summer 
months, went forward in tins, but a 
considerable quantity has also been 
sent in boxes of aysorted sizes. it 
stands the journcy very well in the 
latter, and has been reported in very 
good condition on arrival. ‘The 
Yukon trade is increasing, and ship- 
ments have been made to that dis- 
trict in boxes also. 


Collecting Eggs 


In connection. with the system of 
creamerics, the Department has 
adopted the plan of collecting exgs 
from the farmers Sf the ‘Territories 
and holding them in storage. It 
worked well the first season and has 
improved ever since, but greater ine 
provement ix noticeable, in the oggs 
this vear than ever before. ‘The plan 
adopted is as follows: Each creain- 
ery patron has a number and he is 
required to mark this number in 
pencil on all the eggs he supplics, 
No driver will accept the eggs with- 
out the number being on. These 
eggs are held at the creamery for a 
short timo and then sent in refrig- 
erator cars with the butter to the 
storage at Calgary, There all the 


eggs aro examined and classified by 


an expert who has the egg lists in 
front of him, and cvery farmer is 
credited with the exact number of 
each clans of eggs he has ant. The 
Department advances fiftecn cents 
per dozen on thy eggs at tho time 
they are received and Jater the farim- 
er gets the balance according to the 
classification. ‘This yeor the aver- 
age price to the farmor will be just 
about twenty cents per dozen for the 
season, or fully double what could 
have been obtained Jocally. About 
30,000 dozen will be handled. Last 
year 21,000 dozen were handled and 
the town of Calgary consumed them 
all. ‘Shipping first class eggs great- 
ly increases consumption, and it will 
he some time before this trade can 
possibly be crowded, becauso there is 
a market in the Kootenay and an 
ever growing market in the North- 


west Territorics.

“THE LONG SHAWL. ~ 
Kaitted or Crocheteé Wraps In Scarf 
Shape Again Fashionable. 

This shawl is a long scarf in shape, 
with the back draped to form a hood. 
The materials are seven skeins of 
cream white Shetland floss, one akein 
of black Shetland wool, one, yard of 
Noy 40 ribbon for the hood and one 
large bono crochet hook. 

With the Shetland floss ch 305, Turn, 
wool orer needle, take up 1 loop 
through 3d ch, another loop through 





4th'ch. Wool over needle, through 3. 


loops, wool over necdle, through 2 
loops. 

*Wool orer needle and through ch in 
which last loop was taken, and another 
loop through next ch on row. Pull 
Wool through 3 loops, then through 2. 

Repeat from * across ch, At end of 
row fasten off, 

Second row, with the Shetland wool, 
make 1s. c. in each stitch of preceding 
row, always taking up'the stitch dou- 
ble. At the end of the row turn, and 
still with the black Shetland wool 
make the 3d row, exactly like the 2d. 
At the end of the 34 row fasten off. 

Repeat these 3 rows 18 times; thes 
mbke a final white row. 

For the border along one side edge 
crochet as follows, using the white 
wool: 1 sc In end stitch, ch 8 1 5. ¢. 
in next stitch, ch 8, and repeat to other 
end, finishing with 1 8, ¢. At the cor- 
ner ch 20, 1s. c, in center of d.c., ch 20, 
1 8. ¢. in top of d. c., ch 20,1 8. ¢ In 
bottom of next d.c. Repent across end

of shawl, always putting 3 8, ¢. fn each 
ad. c. of edge, and: skipping the black 
rows. When finished work up other 
edge of shawl like Ist edge, and 24 end 
like Ist. Fasten off. 

Cut G inch lengths of the binck wool 
and knot In G at each end of each 
black row, to cnrry into the edge the 
striped effect of the shawl. 

To arrange the shawl fn the Scotch 
fashion fold g third of the width of 
tho shawl back, then fold over the 
length, having one short and one long 
end. Tack the shawl lightly together 
on the width fold and far enough be- 
low the length fold to form a loop that 
will go over the Lead in a hood, When 
it {s thrown over the head arrange the 
back of the bood In plaits and fasten 
with bows. ‘The shaw! is worn with 
tho short end hanging straight down 
the front and the other thrown over 
the sboulder.—Stitches.

The Dominion, Said Lerd Strathcesa ata

London, Dec. 11.—(C.A.P.}—Lord 
Strathcona, presiding at a dinner of 
the London Chamber of (Commerce 
Wednesday, said that on the ve 
fringe of the wheat-growing district 
of Canada 40,000 farmers were able 
to produce 16,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and- quite as much other 
grain. Canada had enough to inake 
her all 
nore. 

Hon. Thomas Brasséy said one- 
filth of the cultivatable land of Mani- 
toba would produce all the wheat 
England required. The Canadian 
manufacturers had decided that the 
Canadiun tarif should be remodelled 
xith a view to giving a more effect- 
five preference to the Motherland. 

J. Walton, M.I.. xaid the Govern- 
ment could beat promote prosperity 
in Canada by showing emigranta the 
superior opportunitics offered by Ca- 
nada over the United States. Tho 
cost of transportation from England 
to Canada should be lessened and a 
quick steamship line established. He 
suggested that an Eimpire exhibition 
be held in Canada. 

UW. Irving said that from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific Canada was sol- 
fd for the proposals of Mr. Chainber- 
Jain. ‘The Euipire was quite self-sus- 
taining, and why should our trade 
be given away to forcigners? 

Wheat seppty Ineafiicient> 

Tlentry Asquith, speaking at Drad- 
ford yesterday, said there was net the 
Slightest chance within « tueasurably 
brief period that the Empire would 
supply its own wheat. Canada ex- 
ported three and a half million quar- 
ters, and’ we need 26,000,000 bush- 
ela, The preferential duty of two shil- 
lings to Canadian wheat would in- 
trense Canada’s population four-fold.

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PREPARING SHEEP. 
Winter is Ceming—Time te Leok After 


the Flocks—Have Next Year's 
Lambs in Xlew. 


~ Now-is the time to look after our 
flocks if we want to make the most 
of our next year’s crop of Jambs, 
When’ we weaned the lambs we 
watched then fora while to sco that 
none had spoiled “udders, but since 
that time-most flocks have had very, 
little care. © The first thing is “to 
go over all sheep on the farm and 
see that none of them have ticks, 
Nearly every flock will have some 
ticks, and when put in winter quart- 
ers they soon became quite trouble 
soinc. The most common way to 
rid a flock of this pest is dip, and 
that is a very good plan. I would 
almost be tempted to ‘say that every 
flock that is not shorn in tho fall 
should be dipped, especially the long 
or medium woolcd breeds. I am be- 
coming a strong believer in fall 
shearing. Of course, there is the dis- 
advuntage of the short wool not 
bringing ax much per pound as by 
shearing once, but by the two shear- 
ings one gains.atittte in the amount 
and the total clipe equals more than 
where it is ail (taken off in the 
spring. and the shoup do so much bet- 
ter during the winter that I think 
we can well follow tho plan. 

After we have gotten the flock 
froe from ticks, bring up the ewes 
and take out all of the old oncs and

In 
this way we will be getting our 
breeding flock better all of the 
time, instead of pourer, an is the 
case of too uniiny flocks where they 
sell off all of the young stock every 
year. ‘Those who. breed pure-bred 
stock will have to use the same care. 
Every lamb, both male and female, 
not up te tke standard or near it, 
shonid be put in with the mutton 
flock. 

The breeding ewes should not hase 
te depend on grass alone after the 
fall frosts come. While they might 
seem to be doing well when we grt 
them in the winter feed Jot, ther 
would be much poorer than we had 
expected to xee them. Put in some 
troughs and feed a little: grain cach 
day. Corn and vats mukes a very 
good fall foed for ewes, two-thirds 
corn and one-third oats, and this to 
bo changed in the winter to two- 
thirds oats and one-third corn with 
a littl oilgeal, Bran may be put 
in the place of oats cither part or 
all, but I would prefer oats if, the 
two are the xame, 

The time to take sheep up. on! dry 
feed in the full will depend on the 
season. Ido not like to have my 
sheep cat the grass too close to the 
ground before taking them iv, nor is 
it good for the sheep, as they will 
not be hold of dry focd well) when 
they have access to pastures, Sony 
seasons we have to take our shor 
up the iatter part of October, while 
other season they can ax well re 
main in the pasture until the middle 
of December and sometimes until the 
holidays. The one important thing 
ix to get them in before they beign 
to lose their thrift, It is harder to 
get them started than to keep them 
going when coming off of grasa. 

‘The start we give our ewes this 
fall will be well repaid. by — the 
lamb crop next year, Let us all be; 
gin now to take more care of our 
sheep and keep improving cach year.

That the carp was esteemed in olden : 
times {n England 1% certain Dame 
Berners, writing in her quaint “Trea- | 
tysee of Eysshynge Wyth an Angie,” 
published In 1490, says, “The carpe be 
a deyntous fish, but there ben few in | 
Englonge.” Being “deyntous"—L ec, 
“dainty”—it must bave been a good fish 
at that time to eat. It bas certainly 
Jost its character since then. 

In the art of healing the carp plays a 
respectable part. One oki writer speaks 
of the fat of the carp as being of mi- , 
raculous power for the alleviation of 
“hot rheumatism.” The manner of its 
application was by frequent rubbing 
on the painful part, and the effect was 
sald to be eminently mollifying and | 
j salutary. Tho triangular bones in the 

throat of the carp on being ground to 
l powaee and applied to a wound or 

bleeding nose were said to act as styp- ! 

tic.’ The gall was also said to have 

deen used for sore eyes, and “above | 

the eyes,” says an old Atsculapius, 
| “two ilttle bones exist, semicircular in 
shape, which are diligently preserved 
by noblo females against the lunatical 
disease.” 

In the “Haven of Health” carp are 
also comprised in “the ten sortes of 
fische which are reckoned os principal 
in tho preservation of health,” and, 
adds the quaint old writer, “this fish * 
is of great wholesomencss and great © 
value, and {ts tongue 1s very pleasant | 
to carping ladles.” ! 

A kind of frst cousin of the carp is 
what {s known as the barbel. Such 
ancients as Juvenal, Albertus and otb- 
ers of that ilk evidence that it was 
| known and esteemed by the Roman ; 
{ gourmet. Plutarch mentions a curious 
| fact in its natural history. Dr. Bad- 

ham in his “Prose Halentics” trans- 

lates this passage ns follows: “Tbe roe 
of the barbel fs very polsonous. Anto- | 
nio Gazius took two boluses and thus | 
describes his sensations: ‘At first I felt 
no inconvenience, but some hours hay: | 
ing elapsed I began to be disagrceably 
affected, and as my stomach awelled 
‘nnd could not be brought down by 
anise and cartolnatives I wns soonina ; 
state of great depression and distress.’" 
It appears that bis countenance was 
pallid, ke xn man in a swoon. Deadly 
coldness ensued, and violent cholera 
and vomiting came on. The barbel 
(Barbus vulgaris) of today has survived 
such poisonous qualities, Its. flesh bas 
the taste of stewed white blotting pa- ' 
per, and its roe is as innocuous as ; 
bread pills. 

All the same, good Julyana Berners 
shared the bad opinion of tho earlier 
writers. She says: “The barbyll is a : 
swele fish, but {it {s quasby mete 
and perylous for mannys bodye. « For 
comynly he ynyth an {ntroduction to 
ye febris (fever), and if yo be eten 
tawe he may cause of mannys dethe 
whych hath often beenc seene.” 

The tench which has been Introduced - 
into some parts of this country is an 
olive greenish carp which has been for 
long time termed In England the “phy- 
sician of fishes.” According to a score 
or more of authorities, ancient and 
modern, the thick slime with which it 
is covered exerts healing effect on all 
wounds or diseases In which it can 
come in contact on or in other fishes. 
Whence this belief originated 1s not 
known, but one instance of exact ob- 
servation !s well wortby of credence. 
Mr. Wright In his book on “Fishes and 
Fishing” tells how a minnow acciden- 
tally hooked in the water of an aqua- 
rium in which it was swimming, on 
breaking loose, immediately descended 
three parts of the way down the wa- i 
ter and swiftly approached its nose to « 
the sido of the tench which was Its 
companion in the aquarium, It rub- 
bed Its nose for n few seconds ogalnst 
the tench and then again swam about 
as lively as before. To this testimo- 
ny Mr. Wright adds: “We (my friend 
and I who were watching the perform- | 
ance) were both of the opinion that It 
is really no fable ns to the tench belng 
the Zsculapius of fishes, for here was ! 
fn example before our eyes of a fish 
belng wounded and immediately in- 
stinct directing It to soek’a remedy.” ! 

One ‘piscntorlal truth is known to all

winter, and in. wintering, the fi 
question, I ask myself is, what 
my ait in wintering? To bring col- 
onies out allye? Surely, but much 
more. ‘fo bring not only colonies, 
but individual ‘bees through. winter 
with the least loss of individual 
bees, with the least loss of vitility 
and ot tho cxpense of the least con- 
sumption of storca, 

How {s this to be accomplished? 

First, every colony should have a 
laying or rather. a fortilized queen. 
There should be bees crough in each 
hive to withstand the cold of winter; 
a lesa number of becs can bo winter 
ed inside than out. 

Having the becs and quecn, the 
next important considoration is the 
stores. ‘They should have well-ripen- 
od honcy or granulated sugar, syrup. 
Plenty of this should do given as 
soon as the brood hatchos from the 
combs, generally by Scptember 20th, 
and in every case before settled sold 
weather. During winter the  becs 
should be left entirely undisturbed. 
Honcy abstracts molsture from. tho 
atmosphere, and when the bees clust-

er on the stores and keep them 
warm,. this is prevented. It is woll 
then to so contract the hive in ac- 
cordance with the numerical strength 
of the colony that tho warmth from 
the cluster keep the stores from ab- 
sorbing moisture. Any ono interest- 
ed in bee-keeping and — bee-keepers, 
laments to sce hives in September 
and October with wide open entran- 
ces, and the bees still on tho hives. 
Economy begins right here; remove 
the supers, contract the hive with 
the Ienst displacement of the order 
of the combs tn tho brood chamber, 


and contract the entrance of @ 
sting colony to 4 or 6 inches. 
If wintered outside, a colony 


should have not Icas than 25 pounds 
of stores for winter and spring, if 
in tho cellars, less will answer, al- 
though bees can uso the remaining 
stores to immense advantago in 
spring. An §-frame hive should 
welgh 55 to 60 pounds; if it weighs 
fifty, I-should leave them unless tho 
combs are ald, therefore heavy, and 
thero is much pollen in the combs, 
reducing the amount of honcy, This 
articlo is not supposed to treat upon 
the matter of {cedinggbces for wint- 
er; howevor, « proper mixture is

granulated sugar 2 parts, water 1 
part by measure boiled to make (a 
syrup and fed rapidly. For outside 
winter, the packing should be dry 
forost leaves; chaft draws mico, and 
sawdust js too compact, Four inches 
underncath, six or cight at tho sides, 
and 13 to 14 inches abovo tho Jelt 
half of the latter, added after settled 
cold weather, The packing thould bo 
put in firmly, but not too compactly. 

My practico has been to allow the 
foul air Iuden with carbonic acid gas 
and moisture to pass off at the top 
of tho hive, slowly passing through 
the packing.

| THEQUALITIES OF FRIENDSHIP 





Old Werd **Friend’* Meant ‘One Whe 
‘Was Bound te Us By Self-Sacrifiee *— 
Maa Who {s True to Himself Cannot 
Be False te Any Man—How One Can 
Knew the Trath of Men, 


Enlered according to Act of Parliamentof Can- 
ada,in the Year 1903, by William Baliy,of To 
Tente, at the Dep't of agricaliare, Ouawa. 


Chicago, Dec, 13.—In this sern:on 
the preacher defines tho qualitics of 
frivadship and points out the test 
whereby we may distinguish the truc 
from the false, The text is ILI John, 
14, “‘Grect the friends by nae." 

Etymology is the historian of lan- 
guage. It is tho huge wardrobe in 
which are hung up the verbal gar- 
ments, ancient and mode: with 
which Thought has been and is ac- 
custonied to clothe herself. It is the 
international and inter-racial Iabor- 
atory in which onc alphabet is seen 
to a more or'less extent to be in 
harmony with all other alphabets, 
the same as the study of biology 
‘proves that the physical structures 
of all living creatures, both animal 
and vegetable, have been evolved 
primarily from the same plan. Thus 
we find that as social styles in dress 
change 80 the verbal garments for 
one thought are sometimes discard- 
ed, and new thoughts are found to 
be wearing tho castoff verbal clothes 
of other thoughts. 

The ancient word ‘‘barbarian’’ had 
an entirely different significance from 
its meaning in the present day. When 
I say to you, ‘"Ho is a barbarian,” 
you immediately picture a savage, a 
brutal cannibal, «a black skinned 
roamer of the African forest or ‘a 
Malay murderer, who would as will- 
ingly cut out your heart as a hawk 
might plunge his crooked beak into 


‘the vitals of a dove or a helpless 


jawn, But when Paul wroto in his 
epistle to the Romans, “I am a deb- 
tor both to the Grecks and to the 
barbarians,’’ he meant-he was a 
debtor to those who were not living 
under Caesar's jurisdiction, He used 
the word ‘‘barbarian’’ in the same 
sense as the Chinese now uso it, 

“Among the Chinese,"’ writes the 
lexicographer, ‘‘onc who js not a 
Chinaman, and especially a European 
or an American, is commonly spoken 
of a3 a ‘western barbarian.’ ‘'* Tho 
ancient word ‘‘wit’’ was originally 
acrived from the old Saxon very 
“witan,’’ which meant ‘‘to know.’ 
In ancient languago ‘‘a wit'’ meant 
“a knower,”* one versed in knowledge, 
an‘crudite man. ‘The modern word 
“wit" signifies a humorous entertain- 
er, a “‘funny’* man. The ancient 
word “‘heathen’’ meant one who lived 
outside the intellectual cities. Tho 
modern word “‘heathen” is now ap- 
plied to a person ignorant of the 
gospel. 

Thus wo also find that the word 
*friends’’ of my text has an entirely 
different meaning from what the 
casual reader might at first suppose, 
The modern word ‘‘friend’’ in popu- 
lar discourse mcans an acquaintance, 
one with whom we can socially pass 
a pleasant hour, one who is upon our 
calling list, ono who invites us to hig 
home as wo may invite him, to our 
daughter's wedding party for his 
company. But in ancient times the 
Biblical word ‘‘iriend’ had a deep- 
er, holier meaning. It meant one 
who in the truest and purest sense 
had his* life wrapped up in our life. 
As John Wesley gavo the definition, 
“It meant one who was bound to us 
by self sacrifice and the blood = re- 
lation of the atoning cross.’” It 
meant a Christian brother. 

The modern definition of the word 
*‘‘fricnd’’ is os different from the 
Biblical as a wolf traveling around 
in sheep's clothing is at heart dif- 
ferent {from a jamb. “The friendship 
of most men in thesq days,’’* wrote 
John Spencer, ‘‘is liko some plants 
in the water which have broad Icav- 
es on the surfaco of tho watcr, but 
scarce any root at -all; like drums 
and trumpets and ensigns in battle, 
which es noise and a show, but 
act nothing.”’ Therefore, O man ond 
woman, in this sermon I would try 
to describe for you who are your 
truo friends and also show you 
whether you are truco friends to oth- 
ers. From among the scores ‘and 
hundreds of your acquaintances I 
would singlo out a few noble spirits 
whose love you ought to cultivate 
and whoso affections you should 
treasure in the holy of holies of your 
most innermost heart. 

The true friend, in the first place, 
is alwnys the onc who loves the 
Lord his God with all his heart and 
soul and mind before he tries to 
love his brother as himself. He is 
the one who would translate into his 
own Mfc in a spiritual sense the oft 
quoted advice which Polonius gave to 
his departing son Lacrtes, ‘‘To thine 
own self bo true, and it must follow 
as tho night the day thou canst not 
then be false to any man.*’ 

A true earthly friend must, in the 
first place, be a truo fricnd to~ his 
Heavenly Friend, as was Txaac_New- 
ton.) He so impressed ‘overy one 
with whom he came in contact with 
his noble loyalty to his Divine Mas- 
ter that when his friend, the great 
philosopher, Gottfried Leibnitz, was 
dying ho cricd out again and again 
in his last sickness, ‘‘O thou God of 
Isaac Newton, have mercy upon me!"’ 
And yet, strange to say, there aro 
scores of us who seem to think that 
our truco friends can be true to us 
whilo boing untruo to their better 
selves. If they drink with us because 
we get drunk and gamble with us 
because we gamble and sinfully frit- 
ter away their lives becauso we, as 
spendthrifts, arc squandering ours, 
we call them fricnds—true friends. 
As Lord Melbourne, the British 
Prime Minister, once brutally ex- 
, Pressed this sentiment: “Ido not 
call a man a friend who merely 
stands by me-whcn I am right. But 
I want a friend who is willing to 


stand by mo and uphold me in poll- 
tical life oven when ho knows that 1 
am swrong."* TH 

A true friend in tho Biblical senso 
is‘never untrue to his God or to his 
better self. ‘‘Well,*’ says some one, 
“thow am I to know whether a friend 
{s first truce to God before ‘hetis truc 
to me?’’ Ob, my brother, you. need 
never havo put that question to me, 
You know ‘intuitively those among 
your associates who aro always true 
to God without my telling you. A 
Prominent eastern newspaper man 
who for years was detailed as tho 
Albany correspondent of a great New 
York daily told mo that every year 
the lobbyists. divided the New York 
legislators into three distinct classis 
—first, there wera those who, like 
Caesar's wifo, were above suspicion. 
They were honest through and 
through. No man would dare ap- 
proach them with tho idea of offcr- 
ing them a bribe. They would not 
dare to approach them with a dis- 
honorable proposal any more than 
they would dare to ask the president 
of the United States to appoint u 
minister plenipotentiary to England 
for tho consideration _of a $5,000 
check or they would daro ask King 
Edward to create William Waldorf 
Astor a member of the House of 
Lords for a bribe of $1,000,000, The 
sccond class at Albany were the 
“doubtful legislators.” They might 
be bribed if the money offered was 
big enough and they thought they 
would not be found out. The third 
class were the mcn who were there 
to sell their votts to the highest bid- 
ders, no matter who those bribcrs 
might be or how much the Iniquit- 
ous railroad corporation might de- 
sire to defraud the common people, 
whose interests those Icgislators had 
taken a solemn oath to protect. 
Likewise in everybody life each man 
comes in contact with threo distinct 
classes of associates. First, there arc 
those men and women who, like 
Cacsar’s wife, are abovo suspicion. 
They are truo men; truo to them- 
selves and truo to their God. You 
would-no more dare tell 9 Vile story 
before them than you would dare tell 
such a filthy story to your- Christian 
mother, Next, there are the ‘‘doubt- 
ful friends." They might or might 
not be open to a wrong proposition. 
Then there is the third class of inen 
—those whom you know to be what 
they ought not to be and who make 
a boast of their sins. - 

Practical advice for this classifica- 
tion: From the bad men turn away 
your faco with firm: resolve. You 
cannot associate with scoundrels 
without you yourself becoming a 
party to their infamies. 

**No, no,’* says some one; “I do 
not agree with you at all, I be 
lieve jt is an enemy whose mission is 
to point out faults. Tho truo mis- 
sion of a friend is to encourage and 
commend virtues. Alas, by bitter 
experience I have found out the truth 
of this statement. Some years ago 
three of my fricnds and I entered 
into an agreement. They were at 
that time my dearest friends. We de- 
cided that we would meet at Icnst 
once a week, and for mutual benefit 
wo would tell cach other all the 
criticisable things we had seen or 
heard about each other. We entered 
into this agreement purely for the 
purpose of correcting cach other's 
faults. We had just two such pro- 
posed meetings and then broke up in 
a big row. Wo have never been the 
same to cach other since. No talk- 
ing to mo about a friend's faults! 
If my friends have faults they must 
be told about them by some one 
else.”’ O my brother, you are wrong; 
you are entirely wrong. A friend, ou 
truo friend, should be able to como 
to a brother as a loving mother 
could to her wayward child and teil 


him of thg moral mistakes he . is 
making. ‘This does not mean, o% 
people suppose, that the 


some 
true :uission of friendship Is to gath- 
er up all tho mean and contemptible 
sayings which have been spoken about 
one and then retell them to his 
brother. No bouquet of fragrant beau- 
ties can bo collected from among tho 
stinging nettles and the poisonous 
ivies growing knee dcep in the stench- 
ful swamps. 

But though the mission of truc 
friendship consists not in peddling 
evil reports it does have a mission 
in ‘ovingly and tenderly correcting 
tho wrongdoing of our dear ones. Jo- 
hann Goethe, the most famous poct 
and dramatist of German literature, 
once expressed this beautiful thought: 
“When we arc young we think we 
shall build palaces for the gods, but 


at last wo are glad if we 
have dug ‘away some of the 
rubbish at our feet.’’ Ah, 


that statement is truco! When wo aro 
young wo have an ambition to re 
form the wholo universe, but when 
wo grow older we havo narrowed 
down the hope of our life to this 
simple desire: We hope that we may 
live right ourselves. We hope that wo 
May be able to remove from our 
friends’ paths some of tho impcdl- 
ments over which we ourselves have 
stumbled. We hope to do the saine as 
Forbes Mitchell did during the awful 
siege of Lucknow. After he ‘was 
nearly blown to pleccs by a powder 
magazine concealed within tho — resi- 
dency by the Sepoys he immediately. 
warned his English friends lest they 
might heediessly run into the same 
danger. And, my brother, mark 
this: If you are not gratefully will- 
ing to be corrected in a moral fault 
by a truo friend then you are not fit 
to have any Christian man for a 
close associate. 

The true friend is one who rejoices 
with us in our successes as well ag 
sy:mpathizes with us in our failures. 
“Oh,” you say, ‘that is a universal, 
self-ovident desire, There is no dan- 
ger of any friend not rejoicing with 
us when we succecd in Ifo. The only 
danger is that these friends will turn 
their backs upon us when we are do- 
feated.”” Steady, brother, stcady. I 
am surprised at your answer. I am 
amazed, first, that you are such a 
poor analyzer of human character, 
and, sccondly, that you have not 
found out the error of your belicf by 
Personal experience, 

Ready nre you to grant that eno- 
miles rejoice at our overthrow and 
are sorky at our triunphs. Dut in 
one sense many of our acquaintances

are actuated by tho same miotires. 
When tripped up in the race.of = lifo 
many of our friends are ready to 
Say: ‘Poor fellow! Is it not too bad 
that my [riend So-and-so failed in 
business? Is it not too bad that 
John lost all the money hoinherited 
from his father? But they often sym- 
pathize with us in the self compla- 
cent way which, translated in tho 
ordinary language of life, means: “It 
is too - bad, but if© John had only 
been as smart as Tam he would 
never havo lost his money. Now he 
is just as poor as the rest of us, and 
he can no longer live in a finc house 
or have his daughter taking music 
lessons or his son ;o to college.’’ 
But Ict a man make a success; Ict 
him strike a big profit in a real cs- 
tate investment; Ict him havo a §5,- 
000 income when we have only $1,- 
000 and it will take a mighty on- 
slaught of Christian grace in our 
hearts to throttle the demon of envy 
gnawing within our breasts, Jona- 


than was a true friend of David. Ho’ 
‘loved the poct-statesman, the 


shep- 
herd boy warrior, in spite of the 
fact that David and not he, the na- 
tural heir, was to sit upon Saul's 
throne. Many a poor man ceases to 
love his brothcr merely because that 
brother can now ride while he him- 
self {s compelled to walk. Why do I 
state this truth? Becauso, my hear- 
er, I want you to realize the reason 
you dislike some of tho friends of 
your youth, It is not because they 
are untrue to you, but because you 
aro untrue to them. It is not because 
you have made ao failure that they 
refuse to have anything to do with 
you.

~ BATHING AT OSTEND. ~ 


The Contrast Between Belgian and 
American Beach Custema. 

Low differently from ourselves En- 
topéans do some things. Is shown by. 
the marked contrast between the bath- 
Ing customs and methods at the typical 
American beach and those at a leading 
seaside resort abroad, such, for in- 
stance, at Ostend, Belgium. ‘The Amer 
ican way 1s too familiar to our readers 
to need description. At Ostend bath- 
ing, which is the most striking thing 
about the city, is carried on in’ ac 
cordance with continental ideas of pro- 
priety most shocking to the average 
Amefican. _ Instead of the ordinary 
dressing rooms, Ostend was the first 
place to use the little individual houses 
on wheels, into which the intending 
bather goes to disrobe’ and ‘don his or 





ber bathing suit. The house is then’ 
wheeled ‘out in the water by a borsé’ 


driven by a man employed for- that 
purpose. The steps are let down from 
the little house, and the bather enters 
the water without having to prome- 
nade over the sand. At the end of the 
bath the bather mounts the steps Into 
his little house and, calling the driver 
again, has his dressing room hauled up 
high and dry on the shore, where, bar- 
ing dressed at his lelsure, he leaves 
the key with an attendant and goes on 
his way. The bathing costumes seen 
at Ostend are noted for their scantt 
ness, the striking peculiarity of which, 
however, lies In the.fact that the suits 
worn by the women rarely, if ever, 
have any skirts attached to them, er- 
erybody—men, women and children 
alike—wearing tight fitting sults, the 
sults furnished by most of the public 
bath houses being identically the same 
for both men and women. 

The scene on the beach fs one of 
great animation, and when the bathers 
engage, as they frequently do, in a 
game resembling basket ball, played 
with a large inflated rubber ball, the 
mingling of varicolored bathing sults 
and the darting hither and thither of 
the bathers at play, now on the beach 
and again in the water, is 2 sight nev- 
er to be forgotten. 





ENGINE TRANCE, 


A Sort of Temporary Paralysis That 
Sometimes Atecta Track Men, 

“The numerous fatal accidents report- 
ed in the newspapers to rail layers that 
occur every year on the various rall- 
road systems throughout the country 
are not in every case due, as Is gen- 
erally supposed by the public, to neg- 
ligence or carelessness on the part of 
the workers themselves,” said a New 
York physician and surgeon employed 
by the New York Central railroad. 

“The fact is, the bearing of these 
men in time becomes affected owing 
to the constant stooping position which 
they are obliged to assume In laying 
the rails, putting the bolts In, ete, and 
that renders them often oblirious to 
approaching trains, notwithstanding 
the fact that they work in gangs and 
have lookout men near at hand An- 
other fact whiclf{s accountable in 
many instances for fatal accidents to 
rail layers is what Is known among 
the men themselves as ‘engine trance.’ 
This f might describe more clearly as 
a temporary sort of paralysis which af- 
fects simultancously both the mind 
and body. The ‘stroke’ lasts only a 
few seconds, but those few seconds 
mean life or death when a fast train fs 
approaching. 

“A rall layer who may be in perfect 
physical condition ts not proof against 
the powerful fascination os he gazes 
along the rails and secs an engine 
with its row of cars coming toward 
him at express speed. Although he bas 
been warded by the lookout and the 
shouts of his fellows of the approach- 
ing danger, he will pay no. heed, but 
stand spellbound for an [nstant. And 
that instant’s delay is generally fatal, 
or, if not, it results in the amputation 
of a leg. 

“There are few rail layers who have 
not, they will tell you, experienced this 
pecullar trance at ene time or another 
during their careers on the track. Ant- 
mals are niso subject to ‘engine trance,’ 
particularly dogs and cats, and that no 
doubt accounts to some extent for the 
large number of them as well as other 
animals that are’killed on the railroad.” 
—New York Times.

London, Dec. 15.—The terms of 
Russia’s reply to Japan has | been 
communicated to the Japanese Minis- 
ter here, Baron Hayashi, by the 
Government at ‘ToSio. ‘The minister 
subsequently said) the negotiations 
were still 
ficantly added that he saw no reason 
to change his preyiously expressed 
opinion, that a peaceful issue would 
result therefrom. 

“Tho Iussian reply,"’ Baron Haya- 
shi said, ‘‘is in the form of an ngree- 
ment, which, if satisfactory to Jap- 
an, can immediately be signed. In 
that event, all questions now pend- 
ing would receive final settlement, I 
hayo received no indication from my 
Govornmont regarding their probable 
‘ action jn the matter. All I can say 
: is that I firmly believe ‘tho 1 
* Japancse difficulty will bo pacifically 
settled. Further pour parlers with 
the view of modifications, on the 
part of Japan may bo necessary, but 
this is q matter which rests entirely 
with my Governinent,’*

U.S. MARINES LANDED, 
Will Be Stationed at Yaviza Where 
4 Colembians Were Seen, 


Colon, Dec. 15.—A company of ma- 
rincs from tho United States cruiser 
Prairio was landed here yesterday 
morning, under the command of Cap- 
tain Smedley D. Butler, and immedi- 

tely started by train for Panama. 
The destination of the marincs iy 
said to be Yaviza, up to the San 
Miguel Gulf and ‘Tuira River. 

The decision of the naval authorl- 
ties to station marincs at Yaviza 
may possibly be owing to the reports 
that Colombian troops have been scen 
in that dircction, but up to tho pre- 
sent time there is no reason {to be- 
lieve that any large force is under 
orders to march on Panama from 
Caracas.

Sounds Goth Shrill and Low That 
We Cannot Hear. * 

Most people suppose n mole to be 
dumb, but It is not. A mole'can give 
2 sound so shrill that it hasn’t any 
effect on the human ear at all and an- 
other sound so low and soft that no 
human being can hear it. ‘Yet a wea- 
sel can bear both these sounds as plain- 
a a8 you can the report of a gun, and 
a sound registering machine—the pho- 
nautograph—will show them both, with 
scores of other sounds you are deaf to, 

The usual note of the mole is a low 
pur, which it uses a good deal while 
at work underground, and st can also 
shout at the top of Its voice if hurt or 
alarmed; but, though it shouted and 
putred in your ear, you wouldn't hear 
lt. The sound register, however, with 
its delicate pencil that marks the yol- 
ume of sound on a paper, gives the 
quality of both sounds, 

A weasel, too, which {s one of the 
mole's enemies, can hear these sounds 
through a couple of inches of earth 
and often catches the mole when he 
throws up his hillocks of earth. The 
common field mouse, too, has a pur 
that is altogether beyond you, though 
yeu can hear him squeak plainly 
enough if be fs hurt. A death's head 
moth, too, can squeak, but that is done 
by rubbing his wings together and is 
not a voice at all. 

But the champion of all creatures for 
good hearing and one that can hear a 
sound that is over 100 degrees beyond? 
your own limit {s the common thrush, 
and you may often amuse yourself by 
watching him at it. He can hear a 
lobworm moving underground, locate 
him by the nolse and hau! him out. 

Often you may see a thrush stand 
Perfectly still on your lawn, cock bis 
ear and listen intently, then make a 
couple of steps and haul out a fat lob- 
worm. Even the starling, which is 
about the size of a thrush, cannot do 
this, but he knows the thrush can, and, 
being a disreputable person, with no 
common honesty, be follows the young 
thrushes about on their worm hunts 
and steals the worms from them as 
soon as they are caught—London An- 
sewers. 


VIGOROUS OLD AGE. 


Plato died fn his elghty-third year, 
and bis Jast hour was devoted to iatel- 
lectual work. 

Isocrates was nincty-four years old 
when he wrote his famous work, “Pa- 
natbenaikus,” 

Terestius Varro lived to be nearly a 
hundred, and he continued to write up 
to the day of his death, 

Hiero, king of Slelly, Uved to be 
ninety, and Masinissa lived to be still 
older and ruled for sixty years, 

Quintus Fabius was appointed augur 
when he was past middle age, and he 
held the office for sixty-two years. 

Cato Censorlus transacted business 
until be was nearly ninety and re- 
talncd to the end all bis old time vigor. 

Gorgias Lontium, the teacher of 
Isocrates and other distinguished men; 
was in excellent health at the age of 
107 years. 

Chrysippus began to write bis work 
on logic In his elghtieth year. Clean- 
thes taught his pupils up to his ninety- 
ninth year, 

Sophocles Iyed to be nearly a hun- 
dred, and during bis last days be wrote 
the “Cdipus Coloncus,” one of the 
greatest tragedies ever written. 

Arganthonlus began to rule when be 
was forty years old and held power 
for eighty years, and In the third book 





of the “History” Asinius Pollio tells } 
us that he did not die until he was past 


his one hundred and thirtieth ycar. 





Valuable Insects, 
Perhaps there are fow substances 
contributed by animals to the materia 


medica of greater value or more ex- | 
tensively bencticial than certain species j 


of insects, Of these there are none 
more highly esteemed for medical pur- 
poses than those beautiful, shining, 
gteen colored Insects known as biister- 
ing beetles, or eantharides. Their cor 
rosive action {s so great that they fre- 
quently inflame and -excoriate the 
hands of those who collect them, and 
on this property their chief medicinal 
virtue depends.

‘There is nothing equal to rr LANGUAGE OF THE HAND. 





Scarcely a Sentiment It Is Not Capa- 
ble of Expressing. 

AWhen a lover ventures for the first 
time to grasp the hand of his charmer 
she either withdraws St, nod {hat is as 
much as to say, “I have no heart for 
you,” or sbe suffers It, which fs the 
same as if she sald, “He whom I per- 
mit to touch my hand may hope also to 
touch my heart.”

The 
Taised finger threatens; when bent it 
beckons; when extended it points 
Two fingers produce the snap, a sign 
of contempt or defiance. The hand 
gives; the hand receives. Both speak 
aloud. 

The hand likewise answers by a re- 
pulsive motion. A finger placed upon 
tho Nps inculcates discretion. The an- 
clents represented the god of silence 
in this attitude. How they have repre- 
sental Venus everybody knows. The 
hand of the goddess says, “I am bash- 
ful.” The Gracca take each other by 
the hand, as much as to say, “We ought 
to be indivisible.” Two bands firmly 
grasping each other are the symbo! of 
fidelity. The clinched fist bespeaks 
rage and revenge, the hollowed hand 
Implores alms, the hand laid upon the 
heart protests, the hand upon the fore- 
head thinks, and the hand bebind the 
ear expresses difficulties. 

In a word, there {fs scarcely a sentl- 
ment which the hand 1s not capable of 
expressing, and It not only completely 
supplica the place of the mouth in 
speaking, but also, rather imperfectly, 
in kissing, for when the Ilps cannot ap- 
proach the beloved object the hand 
throws kisses to her. 





BIRDS SING ON THE WING. 


Thelr Notes Are Mere Charming 

When Warbied Daring Flight. 

The songs of all birds galn In beauty 
when they are uttered on the wing. 
They seem to be delivered with more 
abandon and greater volume, The wa- 
ter thrush’s Orst cousin, the oren bird, 
furnishes a striking example of this 
His ordinary soug consists of a repe- 
tition of the same note, hammercd out 
with a constant crescendo. 

Very effective it 1s, too, as a part of 
the general music of the forest, thougia 
lacking individual attractiveness on 
account of the monotony of {ts Itera- 
tion, But when the bird rises above 
the trectops and descends after the 
fashion of the Indigo bird to an accom- 
paniment of scattered notes he takes 
far higher rank as a performer. 

Not always, however, does he require 
the exhilaration and inspiration of an 
aerial toboggan to cause bim to aban- 
Gon his plain chant for a more florid 
song. I have heard him sing the latter 
perched on a grapevine not two [eet 
above the ground. And as If to show 
that he did not reserve his superior 
powers for special occasions be min- 
gied it with his plain chant and end- 
ing with the song and sometimes re 
verslng this order. 

I love to see the oren bird on, the 
ground. There is such a fudicrous as- 
sumption of dignity on his part as he 
strides about the stnge, never for a 
moment forgetting himself so far as to 
hop, There is the saine eren, meas- 
ured steadiness about his morements 
that there fs in his chant. It is only 
when he Jaunches himself into the ef- 
fervescing song that be forgets his 
stald demeanor.

A writer In the London Saturday Ite- 
‘lew comments upon the fact that a 
railsyay engine has a face and that the 
face has an expression. “Look at an 
engine,” says the writer, “and you can 
sce that onc looks noble—simply noble 
In its strength; another, gigantic in 
force, but not noble— an expression of 
mere brute strength, Some engines 
have a lofty, almost supercillous, ex- 
pression; others almost foolish.

HISTORY OF THE ANCHOR. [ 

Various Improvements That Have 
Been Bade Im Its Shape, 

The ships" anchors In general used up 
to the beginning of the last century 
cotislsted of a long, round fron shank, 
comparatively — short, - 
‘straight arms or flukes, {hcllned to the 
‘shank’ at ‘an angle of about 40 degrees 
and’ meeting it-in a somewhat sharp 
point, atithe crown. . In Jarge anchors 
the bulkgzsvooden. stock, was built up 
-of several pleces, hooped together, the 7 
whole tapering outward to the ends, 
especially’ on the aft or cable side. 
About the beginning of the last cen- 
tury a clerk in the Plymouth naval 
yard, Pering by name, suggested cere 
‘tain improvements, tho most important 
‘of which was making the arms curyed 
instead of straight. At first sight ghis 
simple change may.seem of little value, 
‘but consideration will shov: that this is 
pnot the case, The holding power of an 
anchor depends on two principal con- | 
ditions—namely,, the extent of useful | 
holding surface and the amount of } 
vertical penetration, The latter qual- | 
ity ts necessary on account of the na- 
ture of ordinary sea bottoms, the sur- 
face layers of which are generally less 
tenacious and resisting than is the 
ground a short distance below. 

In the year 1831 chain cables began 
to supersede the hempen ones, with 
the result that the Jong sbhanked an- 
chors hitherto in vogue were no longer 
necessary, and anchors with sborter 
shanks and with heavier and stronger H 
crowns gradually came Mto use. In 
consequence of these changes 2 com- 
appointed in the year 1833. 
to the holding power of an- 
chora, and a principal result of {ts la-, 
bors was the adoption of the so called 
admiralty pattern anchor, which con- 
tinued to be used in the navy up to the 
year 1860, The Invention of the steam 
hammer in 1812 made the welding of 
heavy masses of iron a comparatirely 
casy and reliable process, so that from 
this time onward tho strength of an- 
chors fully kept pace with that of the 
chain cables which had come into gen- 


A number of patents for anchors 
were taken out prior to the great ex- 
hibition of 1851, and, public attertion 
having been called to the models there 
shown, in the following year a commnit- 
tee was appointed by the admiralty to 
report on the qualifications of anchors 
of the various kinds, Practical trials 
were then instituted, and as a result 
Trotman’s anchor took the highest 
place, Rodger’s anchor being second 
on the list. Some of the tests to which 
the anchors were submitted were of 
doubtful value, such, for Instance, as 
“facility for sawecplog.” 
however, at all events for deep ships 
in shallow harbors, it is considered an 
advantage for an anchor to offer as lit- 
tle obstruction as possible above the 
ground.—Sclence Siftings.

Canadian Detective and Athlete 


of Almost World-Wide Fame. 


Sad News From Daweea City Came as 
Great Sheck te West of Friends ta 
Oatario—Uad Mansy Ualr-KRalsieg Ex- 
periences as a Detective and Felice 
Oficer—Ereke Up Donnelly Gang in 
Biddalph. 


Toronto, Dec. 15.—The announce- 
ment of the death of Hugh McKinnon 
from Dawson City came as a great 
shock to hosts of friends throughout 
Ontario to whom deceascd Was well 
known. As an athicte he had an al 
most workd-wide fame, while his con- 
nection with the police of Belleville 
and Hamilton, as chief, and as a 
Government detective, also won for 
him more than a provincial rputa- 
tion. 

The despatch from the Yukon does 
mot mention the cause of his death. 
He was a giant in physique. Frou 
1874 to 1879 he was heavyweight 
champion in all-round athletics of 
the United States and Canatla, and 
was awarded more ‘than a thousand 
prizes in clubs, the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial and European s¥eTstakes. 
He retired in 1879 undefeated. He 
was always a prominent competitor 
in Caledonian games- 3 

He was born in 1841. He studicd 
law for three years, and in 1865 be 
came Government detective. In 1877 
he became chief of Spolice of Bell 
yille, and nine years later assumed 
the same rank at Hamilton, «hich 
he retained until January, 1895. He 
then becaine head of a private de- 
tective agency in Hamilton and To- 
ronto. Later he was appointed by 
the Dominion Government to do 
special police work — along the Nia- 
gara border, and later again, he re- 
ceived his appointment to the Yukon 
position as chief protective officer. 

As q detective and police officer he 
had many hair-raising expericnees, 
antl was possibly one of the most 
successful criminal catchers this coun- 
try has ever seen. 1t was through 
his good work that the famous Don- 
nelly gang in Biddulph and = Locan 
was broke up and in the Monahan 
murder case in Lambton County he 
did splendid work as a Government 
detective. He was solely instrument- 
al in convicting Thompsctt ead 
Lowder, two noted criminals, for t!-- 
murder of Mr, Lavier in Prince Ed- 
ward County. Other well-known cos- 
es in which he was the agent of jus- 
tice were Uhe Pell arson cass, the 
breaking up of the famous Zufelt 
gang and running down of the no- 
torious Coffin McDonald.

DECLARED INSOLVENT. 


Winding Up Order Uranted fn the Case of 
the Conselidated Lake Superior Com- 
pany—Liquidaters Appointed. 

Toronto, Dec. 15.—The Toronto 
General Trust's Corporation has been 
appointed liquidator of the Consoli- 
dated Lake Supcrior Company. 

This followed an order by Mr. 
Justice MacMahon declaring the Con- 
solidated Lake Superior Coapan> in- 
solvent. The petitioners for th> wind- 
ing up order were W. W. Kurt?, Wil- 
Mam Hotch Wister and Nicholas rice 
all of Philadelphia, sharcholders — in 
the Consolidated Company. The peo 
tition was granted and the orders 
made upon the facts stated, and up- 
on hearing the admission of Spencer 
Love, counsel for the Consolidated 
Company, that it Is insolvent. 

John G. Carruth, who was duly 
appointed receiver of ‘the company, 
by the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Connccti- 
cut, on Sept. 28, 1903, was joined as 
a provisional liquidator with the To- 
ronto Gencral ‘Trusts Company, the 
Master-in-Ordinary to appoint = per 
manent liquidators as events arise. 

A Btrange Proceeding. 

Mr. Bicknell, K. C., who has acted 
for Speyer & Co., characterized the 
winding up as a strange Proceeding, 
and doubted whether the Canadian 
courts could wind up the affairs of a 
company formed under the laws of 
Connecticut. He said the procecdings 
to wind up under Judge MacMahon's 
order would be contested on’ this 
ground. 

For Parpeces of Fretection. 

The lawyers for the petitioners for 
the order to wind up say that the 
application has been made for the 
purpose of protecting the sharchold- 
ers and creditors generally. In the 
face of this order Speyer & Co. can- 
not go on or do anything without the 
consent and direction of the court, 
and the assets of the company will 
be under the dircet control and sup- 
ervision, of the court. Mr. Carruth, 
the liquidator appointed, is a Phila- 
delphian, who has always maintained 
the rights of the general creditors 
and sharcholders. ‘The result of the 
order, if continued, will be the oust- 
ing of Mr. Fackenthal from his posi- 
tion as receiver for Spever & Co. at 
the Soo.

Hoochester Post-Express: Capt. A, 
‘Matthews, of ‘Charlotto, has returned 
from his trip avith his achooncr, the 
Robert.

He went 
from Charlotte to the Bay of Quinte, 
and took on a cargo of lumber at 
Trenton.

Chamberlain Advocates Mother 
Country and Colonies as a Unit. 








Willing to Risk Mis Reputation on Veing 
Able Not- Merely to Satisfy the Colem- 
jes But Alse to Secure Frem Them 
Equal Messures in Metarn If Me Were 
Bent as Ambassadeder With Fall 
Powers. 


Leeds, Dec. 17.—Joseph Chamber- 
lain addressed two immense, sudi- 
ences here last night, making tho 
last speeches of his fiscal campalqn 
for the present year. The enthusiasm 
Was tretpendous. : 

The feature of Mr, Chamberlain's 
first sj h owas his announcement 
that he has been engaged in getting 
together a committee of business men 
from all parts of the kingdom to 
makeecnquirics among the various 
branches of trade at home and 
abroad, as a result of which many 
difficulties would be cleared away. 

Substitute committces will be form- 
ed to deal with cach branch of trade 
and to take exhaustive cvidence. 
From these Mr. Chamberlain said he 
expected to be in’a position to form- 
ulate a tariff bill acceptable to tho 
country which will enable Great Bri- 
tain to give trade advantages to 
those who are prepared to render her 
similar favors, 

Continuing, the rest of Mr. Cham- 

berlain’s speech was largely a repe- 
‘tition of his former arguments. He 
said he had been blamed for saying 
that preferential trade with the  col- 
onies would not mean an atklition to 
the cost of living. He quoted a letter 
from Charles Booth, of the Jirm of 
Alfred Tooth & Co., Liverpool, say- 
ing he did not believe the proposals 
would add to the cost of living. 
“Mfr. Chainberlain said. the country 
Was now at the parting of the ways, 
and posterity would never forgive tho 
Government if it lost the slightest 
chance to secure to secure what was 
actually needed by the nation. 

Referring to the alleged difficulty 
of convincing the colonies, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said: “Send me as ambassa- 
dor to the colonies with full powers. 
Lam perfectly willing to risk my re- 
putation on being able not merely to 





satisfy the colonics, but also to se 
eure from thems equal measures — in 
return.”* 

This challenge was greeted with 
ringing cheers and cries of “We 
will,”* 


In conclusion, Me. Chamberlain said 
le advocated ‘the splendid — isola- 
tion” of the mother country and her 
colonial children as a family, —stand- 
ing together through good and ill. 

Meelt.on ef Colonies. 

London, Dec. 17.—Speahing at 
Lavds jevterdar, Mr. Chamberlain 
called the objection that the colonies 
have never asked a preference a 
“anonstrous misrepresentation.”’ Ile 
asked if they had forgotten the Ot- 
tawa conference and the two London 
conferences, where every premier had 
urged consideration of a mutual pre- 
ference. ‘Let them send me as am- 
bassador to the colonics," said the 
speaker, ‘‘with full powers, ond I 
ain perfectly willing to risk my re- 
putation that I will be able not 
tuerely te satiafy the colonics that 
We have something to) give them 
worthy of their acceptance, but alse 
to secure an equal incasure in re 
turn,” 





‘ puppert ef Canada. 

Mr. Chamberlain then read a ict- 
ter he had received a day or two 
ago from the Finance Minister of 
Canada, *‘for whom,’ ho said, ‘‘we 
feel’ the greatest respect as“one of a 
new race of colonial statesmen who 
will be sccond to none in the coun- 
cils of the Empire,” 

Mr. Fielding had been asked if the 
Canadian Ministers intended refrain- 
ing’ irom_replying to some, of the 
press statguents as to what was the 
position taken by the Canadian Min- 
isters at the coloniul confercnze last 
year. He sald: “It was in favor of 
Imperial preferential trade, which is 
cordially endorsed by both of the 
great political partics. Some diffi- 
cultica might arise asx to the details 
of so large a scheme, but it is surely 
not too much to belleve that if the 
principle is approved, the intelligenco 
of Pritith and coloninl public men 
can be relled upon to overcome them, 
and to put the project into practi- 
cal form," (Cheers.) 

The speaker added: ‘There is no 
physicaf differcnee to*provent the fed- 
eration of the british race. ‘The dis- 
tanco between the Yukon and Hud- 
son Bay is greater than the distance 
between England end Canada."' 

Lendon I'ress Comment, 


The Standard, referring to Mr, 
Chatnberlain’s specch, says: - “Tho 
commission proposed is so novel and 
Striking that it completely over- 
shadows other topics. It would bea 
grand inquest on the nation.. A tour 
of the colonics would be a good 
idea, ax if he did not convince the 
colonies he might modify his own 
opinion.”* 

‘Ihe Times says: ‘The work of the 
commission would be purely experi- 
mental, ‘The fact that the Icaders in 
staple British industries are support- 
ers) of the Chamberlain policy se 
cures the best possible personnel,**

The object of their visit was 
to request the Government to. take 
such action as would protect the Ca- 
nadian shareholders, in’ case of the 
company being wound up. The means 
of doing this would be to retain the 
land grants and other concessions 
made jin giving franchises to the Var- 
ious subsidiary companies. 

Mr. Clergue stated that in case the 
present reorganization plans fail, 
Speyer & Co, will try to reorganize 


the business and give all outside 
sharcholders a chance to come in 
and save their investinent. 

Mr. Conince stated that, of the 
$8,000,000 necessary to pay the in- 


debtedness and go ahead with tho re- 
orgunization, over $6,500,000 had 
been raised. = - 

Mr. Clergue was asked whether the 
reorganization. plans now under way 
were likely to succeed. Ie replied: 
“LT think so, but) perhaps the work 
will be slow." 

What Humor Declares. 


Rumor declares that Speyer & Co. 
have a plan to present to the Gov- 
ernment for its endorsement which 
contemplates: primarily the payment 
of all erelitors in the Dominion. The 
present owners of the resources are 
hostile to the Clerjue faction, and 
will not discuss reorganization with 
them. 

All signs just now point to the ab- 
solute mastery of the situation by 
the interests back of Speyer & Co; 
They have practically cut all ties be 
tween the ClergueShiclds faction and 
the new owners.

Weather Wisdom.

FAR EAST RSS 1 COMING 


Japan Will Not Accept Principles 
of Last Russian Note. 





Reseia, Too, 1s Assamizg a Mere Defiant 
Altitude—Outlesk Mere Gleomy Than 
It Has Bitherte Bees—Ne Vitimatam, 
Wewever, Has Been Given By Japan 
te Bussia—A Yang Tse Valley Pretec- 
terate Fiction. % 


London, Dec, 21.—Reuter’s Tele- 
gtam Company has Icarned that con- 
siderablo anxicty exists in the best 
informed circles of London regarding 
the possible outcome of the situation 
in the Far Enst. Fears, it says, aro 
expressed that the Russian Govern- 
nent inay have overstepped the 
boundary which would maks a contin-, 
uation of peaceful negotations with 
Japan possible. It way be regarded ag 
quite certain, it asserts, that Japan 
will not accept the principles of the 

qjast Russian note which are alto- 
gether at variunce with Japan's 
tnain contentions, and that Japan's 
reply must neoessutily Le cast along 
this line. i 

Apart from the delicate state of 
the negotiations between the two 
nations, Reuter says, it is also 
known that Russia is assuming a 
more defiant attitude and the out- 
look may bo regarded as more 
gloomy than it hitherto has been, 
although ft cannot yet be said tha: 
the resources of diplomacy have 
been completely cxbausted, 

It concludes’ by saying that there 
fs no actual news of fresh develop- 
ments, and that no, ultimatum has 
been given by Japan to Russia. 


Grave Crisis Appreaching. 


Pekin, Dec, 21.—While no news has 
been received at tho Japancse Leya- 
tion that Japan has sent an ulti- 
matum to Russia, it is recognized at 
tho legation that a grave crisis is 
approaching. Major-General Yamanj, 

( the Japanese military attache, and 
the Japanese colonel, who has been 


instructing General Yuan Kai's 
troops, have both started for 
Japan, 


The native preas recently rciterat- 
ed a circumstantial story to the ef- 
fect that in tho event of Manchuria 
being retaincd by Russia it was the in- 
tention of Great Britain to estab- 
lish q protectorate over the Yang 
Tse Valley as compensation and to 
appoint a viccroy therein so that her 
prestige in the Far East would be 
equally as effective ux Russia‘s, 
Some of the native papers gave the 
Chinese Forvign Board as authority 
for the story. This fiction is largely 
eredited and is creating hostility 
against Great Britain, It is suspect- 
ed that the story has been fostercd 
by unfriendly agencies, and the Bri- 
tish Legation ix investigating its 
origin. 

May Precipitate m Conflict. 


The newspapers to-day display in- 
creased alarm over the aspect of af- 
fairs in the Far East, rather from 
the fear that some unforeseen _ inci- 
dent may precipitate a conflict than 
from any belief that the resources of 
diplomacy have become exhausted, 
the opinion being that Russia and 
Japan ore unxious to avoid war. 

The Morning Post, which is inspir- 
ed in the Japanese interest, makes a 
suggestion which may possess a siz: 
Rilicance that Japan may cut the 
Gordian knot by declaring a protce- 
torate overyCorea. The paper con- 
tends that such a solution would 
conunend itself to all the powers 
with the exception of Russia, and 
that it might even be welcomed at 
St. Petersburg if it be true that 
Russia docs not desire war, 

The correspondent: of The Daily 
Telegraph, who, after a tour of Man- 
churia. has arrived at Nagasaki, ex- 
pressed the belief that Russia does 
not want a war before sho-has_ con- 
solidated her position in Manchuria. 
She {fs apprehensive, howover, of the 
strength of the Japanese flect, and 
the attitude of China and Great Bri- 
ain. }

Gen. Iteyes is said to have replicd 
in part as follows: ‘‘All aggression 
against Panaina will he disastrous 
for Colombia. I will undertake fur- 
ther negotiations.”

THE SAVIOR’S BIRTH! 


(THE SIMPLE CHRISTIAN STORY aS 
: FOUND IN THE BIBLE. 


"TWAS TOLDALL TOO BRIEFLY

Chicago, Dec. 20.—Im this sermon 
the story of tho magi’s quest re- 
ceives a new setting and the Icsson 
of Christian hope and encouragement 
is drawn from their experience. ‘The 
text is Matthow ii., 1, *‘Behold, there H 
Came wise men from the east!’ 

When, in 596 A. D., St. Augustine 
Was sent to convert the Dritish isles 
to Christianity, Pope Gregory com- 
manded his missionary as far as pos- 
sible to harmonize the Christian ordi- 
Bances with the heathen feasts. The 
rexult is that many of the customs 
associated with Christmas have their 
origin not in the birth of Christ, but 
in heathen festivities, lt is my pur- 
pose to-day to tell the simple Chris- 
tian story, as found in the Bible, and | 
to apply some of its beneficent teach- 
ings to the practicalities of everyday 
life. 

The account of Christ's birth is not 
only simply told, but very briefly 
told. Some of us are apt to think i 
too briefly. We would like to have . 
known all the details of that Wwon- 
drous event which is destined to ' 
transform the world. Wo deplore the 

of any fact relating to our . 
Lord. But the historians would not 
have us concem ourselves with the 
accessories of the picture, but with 
that glorious Hfe and death in which 
our eternal destiny is bound up. They 
briefly state the main facts and Pro- 
coed to the narrative so momentous 
to the whole world. i 

The account of Jesus’ birth is about 
as siinply told as the record of her 
baby’s advent which a fond snother 
Writes in the family Bible. “Ger ' 
trude, or Jane, or Mary; born June 
3, 1888."" A dozen verses in all moore 
than contain the simple story of 
Christ's birth. The second chapter of 
Matthew's gospel runs like this: 
“Now, when Jesus was born, in. the | 
days of Herod the King."" In the east | 
they did not reckon time so much by 
the year as by the time this or that 
king sat upon his throne, 

Then the simple account of the na- ' 
tivity gocs a step further. Christ's 
birth is hardly ever mentioned with- | 
out an associate statement. When } 
Jesus was born that was the year 
the wise men came froin the cast, 
saying, ‘‘Where is he that is born 
King of the Jews, for We have scen 
his star fn the east and are come to 
Worship him.** The magi have been 
the theme for many an artist’s brush, 
Ppoct’s song, as well as minister's !

They were the 
wise Men. They were not fools, not 
ignoramuses, not silly star gazers. 
They were not tramps ‘going from 
Place to place because they were too 
lazy to work, They were the intellec- | 
tual giants of the cast. They were ' 
such intellectual ginnts that when | 
they appeared in Jerusalem they 
Startled all the sages of the Herodian 
era with their grasp of affairs and 
mental power.. They belonged to a 
class that was the repository of all 
the sclentific knowledge of the time. 
They were the observers of natural , 
phenomena, the philosophers of their 
day’, the leadcrs in the World of mind. 
When Matthew described them as. 
“*wise men’’ he know that the descrip- | 
sion would be clearly understood as * 
applying to men whose erudition and | 
mental ability placed them among | 
the aristocracy of knowledge. 

Professor Sandy in his ‘‘Christinas- 
tide’ gives a strange legend. He 
“rites that the number of these wise 
men who came from the cast was 
three. Ife writes that the first of 
these magi was a very old man, with 
a long, white beard. His face was 
wrinkled with thought, and his limbs 
Were tottering. His name was Melchi- 
or.

Is it not 
this: After you and I have worship- 
ed at tho manger, in the fuller light 
of our Jater day, then we rhould 
everywhere, but first umong our own 
People, tell the news, the glorious 
news, that Jesus, the Son of God, 
has been born. We must tell it to 
our children. We must tell it to our 
brothers and sisters. We must tell it 
to our parents and to all our friends 
and neighbors. © “Behold, Jesus has 
been born! Jesus, our Saviour has 
been born! He lives!’ He lives! 
Jesus, the Son of “Mary, lives} 
Jesus, the Son of God, lives}’’ 

Thus our mission on this Christ- 
mas Day is to seek the manger and 
while we study its lessons and medi- 
tate on its humiliation to Practice 
the sweet teachings of Jesus Christ, 
which cannot better be summed up 
than by briefly ting one of the 
most beautiful of all Christmas stor- 
fes. It is that written by Henry Van 
Dyke. It is appropriately called 
“The Other Wise Man.” Dr. Van 
Dyke xrote the story in great pain. 

It was the year his father died and 
@ year of much: physical suffering. 
One night while lying awake, unable 
to sleep and tossing upon his bed, he 
began to think of the legends clust- 
ering about the “three wise men,” 
Then there came to him a vision of 
a “fourth wise man,” who had the 
gentle name of Artaban.

When the star appeared in the cast, 
four magi felt that they rust put 
their household goods in order before 
they took their journey. ‘They de 
cided to mect at a certain place ‘at 
@ certain time upon the edge of the 
&reat desert, -Artaban made Teady 
for his journey by Selling his house 
and worldly goods and buying three 
beautiful gems which he could carry 
—namely, a sapphire, a ruby and a 
Pearl. On his way to meet his ap- 
pointment Artaban came across a 
poor beggar who was dying, a beg- 
gar who had no friends, a beggar 
who was dying alone. After nursing 
the poor beggar until he dicd Arta- 
ban hurried on to mect his appoint- 
ment, but the three magi had al- 
ready gone. The other wise man had 
to retrace his steps, sell one of his 
gems, his sapphire, and buy a train 
of camels to inake the journey alone. 

The next scene in the story of 
“The Other Wisc Man” is found in 
the village of BethIchem. Jesus had 
been born, and the three magi had 
‘disappeared. As Artaban entcred the 
village he heard the tramp of blogdy 
Herod’s troops, who had come to 
massacre all the male children in 
Judaea, with the hope of slaying the 
infant Christ. A poor woman rushes 
out, pleading for the rescue of her 
child. The young mother’s face grew 
white with terror at the cry: ‘The 
soldiers!, The soldiers of Herod! 
They are killing our children!’’ When 
a captain of Herod's troops wanted 
to enter this woman's house to slay 
her child Artaban stood in the door 
way and offcred to the murderous 
soldiers his second gem, the beauti- 
ful ruby, if he would save the child. 
Now two-thirds of Artaban's fortune 
was gone, and still he had not found 
Christ, 

Then Artaban started on a journey 
to Egypt to find Jesus. He hunted 
for him everywhere until he was a 
very old man. One day, in his wan- 
derings to find (the Saviour, he head- 
ed back to tho city of Jerusalem, 
The capital of David was in great 
excitement. There was to be a pub- 
lic crucifixion of three criminale—two 
thieves and one q political prisoner, 
Jesus by name. As Artaban entered 
the city he saw a young girl in great 
distress. She was to be sold as a 
slavo for debt. She broke loose from 
her captora and flung hereclf at his 
feet, begging for deliverance. Arta- 
ban gave his last gem, the beautiful 
pearl, for her rescue. And now all 
his money was gone. He was now 
an old man, and still he had not 
found Christ. 

Just then the darkness of crucifi- 
xion began to gather around the 
cross and to settle over thr temple. 
When the awful earthquake caine, a 
heavy tilo slipped from one of the 
houses" roof and fell upon th: old 
man’s head. But as he was dying a 
strange spirit appeared before Arta- 
ban and practically said: "*Thou, O 
noble man, thou hast scen mo all 
these years, Verily I say unto thee, 
inasinuch as thou hast done it unto 
one of the least of these my breth- 
ren thou hast done it unto me.” 

If the Christian living to-day can- 
not belong to the first group that 
started for the manger, if he can- 
not be Melchior, Caspar or Baltha- 
zar, perhaps he may belong to. tho 
second caravan. He may’ be Arta- 
ban. — He may bo the “‘othcr wise 
man.” He may be the “fourth 
wan."" He may soon—aye, very soon 
—sce his Chriat face to face. He 
may sco him before even another 
Christinas Day rolla around. Hea 
may sce him to part from him again 
never through all oternity,

Toronto, Dee. 22.—Over one thou- 
sand workmicn at the Massey-Harris 
Company works are to suffer a re 
duction in their wages of something 
over 74 per cent., starting from this 
week. The company explain that it 
is the usual result of the annual ad- 
justment of tho wage scale, affccting 
all but thg better mechanics, the fore 
mmen and officials.

BIG PIE FACTORIES. 


~ 
METHODS BY WHICH THEY HANDLE 
THEIR IMMENSE PRODUCT. 








Ten to Fifteen Thousand Pies Made 
and Baked In a Night—The Crasts, 
the Filling and the Frosting—Abse- 
inte Cleanliness Im the Shops, 


A visit to one of the largest ple con- 
structing plants in a city would make 
the average housewife who prides ber- 
self in her baking green with envy. 
The maker of old fashioned domestic 
pies cannot easily conceive of a system 
by which a barrel of apples and a bar- 
rel of four can, figuratively speaking, 
start at one end of a long bench and 
leave the other end a thousand or less 
finished pies, but this system is in. use 
in all the large pie bakeries. $ 
The baking force goes on duty at 10 
o'clock at night: During the day girls 
have been paring and slicing apples 
and pumpkins, and the foreman has 
been spicing and sweetening the cook- 
ed frult or mince, the custards and 
otber prepared Gilling which have also 
been cooked by steam in large stone 
stew vals. When the bakers go on 
duty the filling is in place In front of 
the great dough board in tubs holding 
a Balf-barrel each, and the stewed ap- 
ples in full sized barrels. At one end 
of the bench is a great stack of flour, 
near which stands a pail of water into 
which a saucer of baking powder bas 
| been dumped. The dough mixer at- 
| tacks this beap and makes In it a deep 
j depression, Into which the water is 
‘ poured. Tho embankment of flour is 
| rapidly turned into the water and 
| stirred with the bands until a thick, 
pasty dough bas becn formed. This is 

shoved along until a tal] beap is form- 
ed at the mixer’s right, and the knead- 

er, a spry young fellow, working with 
' an instrument resembling o plasterers 
| trowel, cuts off large masses and rolls 
them until the mixing is completed 
and then chops them into chunks of 
| suitable sizes for forming bottom crusts. 
| Tho men beyond roll the bottom crusts 
| and place them In the pans, which are 
| 





arranged in large wooden trays, heap- 
| ed one upon another In stacks as tall 
;asaman. The stacks of trays are then 

hauled to the filler by means of a hook 

inserted in a ring in the truck at the 
| bottom. 

Tbe ples, whether 10,000 or 15,000 a 
night are baked, are all filled by one 
} man. With a long handled cup similar 

to that used in dipping milk from a 

can he stands over a tub of stewed 

pumpkin, mince or custard and fills 
| ples so rapidly that all of one man's 
time is required to bring the trays to 
ils side and that of another to take 
them away. He works lke an autom- 
aton, a filled ple resulting ‘from every 
drop and rise of bis two hands. Nearly 
a hundred ples a minute look like an 
impossibility, but he sends them to the 
men who put on the top crusts and the 
meringues at that rate for many min- 
utes at a stretch. He has, by actual 
test. put balf a barrel of mince meat 
into pies within ten minutes. 

The Oiled ples go into the blz wooden 
trays to the men who cover them with 
the top crust or who put the meringue 
on with a conical shaped canvas bag 
open at the smaller end, out of which 
they squeeze the frosting on the fancy 
ples. The fancy ples and the plain 
ones do not come together again until 
they meet in the delivery wagon about 
S o'clock in the morning. 

The top crust pies go to the draw- 
plate ovens and the pumpkins, cus- 
{ tards, meringues and {arts to the older 
fashioned ovens, where they are ban- 
yj dled with long, slender shovels. Out 
; of the larger drawplate oren fs pulled 
| with a steel hook a plate of iron half an 
inch thick or more already heated. The 
thermornceter in front of the oven shows 
a temperature of 550 degrees. As 
many pies as will lie on this plate— 
about 190 at a time—are placed on it 
and It {s pushed into the oven. The 
hands of a dummy clock at the side ‘are 
set to Indicate the moment at which the 
baking will be fintshed. Another plate 
is then drawn vut and filled, and the 
procecding is repeated until the night's 
work is finished. The ples, after baking, 
&0 Into wooden trays, as before, and 
are taken to the shipping room, where 
they are counted and loaded Into the 
Wagons for delivery. 

About forty girls, boys and men by 
this system produce from 10,000 to 15.- 
000 pies a day. ‘They use about fifteen 
barrels of flour, six to ten barrels of 
apples, nine or ten half barrels of 
mince meat, nearly os much stewed 
pumpkin and perhaps half as much 
each of other fruits and custards, a bar- 
rel or more of lard, about two barrels 
of sugar and large quantities of spices. 

Contrary to ull popular notions on 
the subject, the wholesale manufacture 
of pies in a modern establishment fs 
thoroughly cleanly. Workmen are not 
allowed to enter the work rooms In 
their street attire or to change their 
clothing there. ‘fhe use of tobacco at 
all staves of the work fs prohibited, 
Spitting on the floor or on or into any- 
thing else In the work rooms {s ex- 
Pressly and emphatically forbidden. 
The walls are white, and the floors of 
conerete are dustless. Every scrap of 
anything that can sour fs daily washed 
frohy the vessels used for filling. froin 
the cooking vats, from the trays and 
from the benches, nnd they are all ster- 
flized with steam or boiling water. 
The shortening. sweetening and splc- 
ing are carefully and accurately welgh- 
ed in exact proportions. The baking 
is thmed to a constant temperature, 
that there Is absolute uniformity, and 





all the mixing and flavoring, while 
done on a Iarge scale, are so conducted 
ns to insure a uniform quality.

Fashion and Comfort. 

‘Although ‘for babies’ belongings in 
general no deep shado’of red is consid- 
ered suitable, an exception may be 
made in the case of an afghan intended 
for fall and winter use. As Good 
Tlousekeeping says, bright red is so 
appropriate to the season and gives 
such a warm, comfortable look to any- 
thing fashioned of wool that the most 
stringent advocate of the paler shades 
might look upon it with favor. It is 
combined with white in the one of 
which a corner is here shown, and the 
combination is very effective, and bas 
the further merit of belng almost as 
pretty on the wrong side as uporm the 
right 

Two threads of zephyr are used at 
once in the making, and the crochet 
hook must be large enough to carry 
two threads easily. Nothing could be 
simpler, than the stitches which are 
used, and the wool is in no case broken 
at the end of the row. Each white 
strip is completed by a border of bril- 
lant color, and the nine strips are put 
together—chained together is the cor- 
rect term, for it is a chain stitch into 

one edge and then into the other which 

folds them—with white, and thero is a 

narrow white border all around. 

Make a chain of 108 stitches; first 
row, one single crochet into each stitch 
of the foundation chain; second row, 
one single crochet into each stitch of 
the first (through both upper threads); 
third row, * wool over, put hook 
through both upper threads of preced- 
ing row and pull out loop until the 
hook held parallel with the second row 
is three-quarters of an inch away 
from Jt (hold the loops now on the hook 
between the thumb and finger of the 
left hand that they may not shorten dur- 

| ing the completion of the stitch), wool 
over, draw through loops and stitch on 
hook and repeat from *; fourth row, 
one single crochet in first stitch, one

When the 
strips are chained together for the 
outer border, make one silp in the first - 
stitch and one treble in the second, and 
alternate these stitches all around the 
afghan, letting the knots which they 
form follow the curves at the ends of 
the strips, nnd meet the-white chalns 
which hold them together.

way Wreck Im Penns: lvania, 


Connellsville, Pa., Dee. 24.—A dis- 
astrous passenger wreck occurred on 
tho Baltimore & Ohio Railway, cight 
iniles west of here, last night, end 
at least sixty-thice people were kill- 
ed.

London, Dec.  28.—With a report 
that shock the building in ~ every 
quarter, one of the big boilers used 
in connection with the hot-water 
heating system of Wolscley Barracks 
exploded between 12 and 1 o'clock 
Sunday morning, killing one iman, 
probably fatally injuring another and 
seriously injuring four others, all 
soldiers at the barracks, The sold- 
icr who lost his life was Private 
James Burnett, and the injured are 
Quartermaster-Sergvant Bernurd: Dun- 
levy, Corporal ‘Thomas Sandy and 
Privates: Walter and Thomas Wor- 
sack and Herbert ‘Tutt. 

Bellers Gave Warning. 

All day Saturday the boilers had 
been giving tbe firemen ~no little 
amount of trouble. ‘There was a 
foaming and turbulent action which 
caused uneasiness, and about & 
o'clock “in the evening Col. Young 
Was notified, The colonel personally 
inspected the boilers, and a broken 
elbow was found on a feed pipe, 
which it was thought was to blame. 
A plumber, Win, Greene of East Lon- 
don, was sent for, the © barracks 
plumber for some renson or other 
not being called. Greene put on a 
new elbow, bul made no inspection of 


the boilers, not having been instruc- | 


ted to do so, he says. The foaming 
ceased when the repairs were made 
until qbout midnight, when the bhoil- 
ers again began to act queerly. The 
two firemen.

Chicago, Dec, 27.—In this sermon, 
on the last Sabbath of the dying 
year, the preacher sounds a loud call 
for repentance of past sins and a re- 

} solution with divine help to begin a 
| new life in Christ with the coming 
i year. The text is Luke xili., 5, ‘‘Ex- 
ik ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
| perish.” : 

Great accidents generally have their 
two clusses of heroes. The one class 
is composed of dying herocs, the oth- 
er of living heroes. When, a few 
weeks ago, a coal train crashed into 
the Big Four special which was car- 


! rying a thousand college students and 


their friends to Indianapolis to play 
{for the State football championship 
; the young men who were unhurt pull- 


fed and tugged at the derailed cars. 


They Ufted up the mangled — bodies 
of the dying, and they collected the 
mutilated remains of the dead. Young 
girls who in ordinary life would have 


, Bcreained at the sight of a mouse or 
; fainted at a Vaccination in that aw- 


ful crisis tore up their garments for 
bardages and bathed the white fore- 
heads of their young friends who 
were about to pass away. On tho 
other band, those who were | being 
aided were just as self sacrificing as 
those who were trying to alleviate 
physical sufferings and minister to 
spiritual wants. An acquaintance of 
inine arrived at that scene of horror 
only a short time after the tragedy 
occurred. He personally told ine of 
Ahe nobility of some’ of those maimed 
and dying heroes. One young man 
had crawled out of the wreck and 
Was seated upon the ground with his 
thumb tightly pressed against an 
artery. His foot had been completely 
amputated by the wreck. When the 
doctor found him, he turned with a 
brave sinile and said: ‘Never mind 
me, doctor. I am all right for the 
present, Go and help those poor fel- 
Jows down there, Th®, need you more 
than [."* Dying athktesx thought not 
of themselves, While tossing about in 
tmortal agony they begeed their 
friends not to Iet their futhera and 
mothers and sisters and brothers and 
Byecthcarts know how badly they 
were hurt. 

We shudder at the details of these 
fuddon and appalling calamities, — It 
fhockhs us to think of strong men and 
delicate women. Wright and gay and 
With apparently, wiany year of happy 
life before them, being overwhelmed 
and crushed in one short hour by 
fome terrific disaster. Yex, it is hor- 
rible. But, while we deplore and sym- 
pathize, Iet us not forget the lesson 
that Chris¢ would have us Jearn from 
such catastrophes. To those who told 
him of a great and sudden sacrifice 
of life he said, “Ye, too, shall like- 
wise perish unless you repent.” Ie 
did not wnean that their earthly lives 
would necessarily have a similar end, 
but that without repenting n doom 
beyond the grave as appalling as 
that they had described awaited 
them. The greatest railroad accident 
that ever took pluceeas when the 
Edinburgh — express went down 
through the broken trestles of | the 
Tay bridge; the greatest voleanic 
horrar, as when Vesuvius emptied it- 
self, and the two favorite resorts of 
Rome's aristocracy in’ one night 
were buricd in their grave of ashes: 
the most awful of fires, as when Chi- 
cago was burned; are not to be com- 
pared to the horror of that day when 
sinners who have not repented of and 
turned from their sins shall hear 
their doom pronounced by a righteous 
God, Listen to the words of Jesus: 
“Suppose ye that these Galileans 
Were sinners above all Galileans — be- 
eause they suffered those things? I 
tell ye nay, but except vo repent ve 
Shall all likewise _perish.’” Repentance 
of sin is our SUbject. Repentance of 
sin is our“imperative command. 

Standing between the open grave 
of the dying year and the new made 
cradle of the coming year, we hear 
God thunder the command: ‘‘Repent! 
Repent! Repent ye of sint’* Not sor- 
row alone, though it includes that: 
not alone regret that we have sinned 
against a God so good and so loving, 
but renunciation. There i# no real 
repentance until there is determina- 
tion to abandon sin. It means that 
each sinner must first be willing to 
pluck the wriggling, hissing serpent 
of evil out of his heart and hurl it 
from him as though it had the _ poi- 
sonous fangs of n fatal cobra before 
Christ's blood will blot out the evil 
results of a hideous past. It means 
that the sinner has no ground for 
expecting heaven at the cod of his 
course unless, through the power of 
Christ, he has renounced hig sin. 
Either the repentant sinner,* with 
wide open eyes, is walking dircetly 
toward the croxs or else he is walk- 
ing dircetly away from it. 

What says Paul in reference to this 
renunciation of sin? ‘Yo the church of 
Corinth he wrote: ‘*Wherefore come 
ye out from among them, and be ye 
separate, saith the Lord, and touch 
not the unclean thing, and I will re- 
ceive you and will be a Father unto 
you, and yo shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty.” 
Without repentance of sin there can 
be no remission of sin, Now, my bro- 
ther, my sister, come the - practical 
and overpowering questions: Are you 
and [, on this last Sunday night of 
the year, ready to turn our backs up- 
on sin? Are we ready to tear out 
this viper of evil habit which we 
have been nursing in our bosoms as 
a Nathan's pet Iemb? Repentance of 
sin means more than to be mercly 
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~~ It means a complicte 
nuncintion of, a turning from, p re- 
pudiation of ‘sin. Are you and I 


N “ready now to promise God that, with 


the help of the Holy Spirit, we will 
throttle our secret sins, even as the 
natives of India in bands vo forth to 
destroy the man-eating’ prowler 2f 
the dark jungle? 

And why should we not one and 
all be ready to turn our backs upon 
and renounce sin? In all the history 
of our lives is there one instance of 
yielding to sin in which sin has not 


j Proved itself our enemy? As a Joath- 
| Some cancer has it not been eating 








at the vitals of our hearts? It has 
steadily been devouring our manhood 
and self respect. Why should we not 
be ready to renounce our sins” and 
turn to Christ? Has not sin always 
been a curse and an enemy? Has not 
sin destroyed the best part of our 
lives? 

Standing between the open grave 
of the dying year and the cradle of

is especially © appropriate. Why? 
Though God offers pardon and peace 
for repentance of all @ast sins, he 
does not offer pardon for one sin that 
we Intend to commit in the future. 
One drop of Christ’s blood is suflc- 
fent to undermine and xweep) away 
the mountain ranges of past evil. 
But to the man who is cherishing his 
sin, who will not break with it, who 
will not give it up, there is no pro- 
mise. Pardon for the Past is of no 
avail to a man’who loves hin sin 
and will accumulate a new load next 
year, next inonth or next week, 
though that sin be as small ax a 
grain of sand by the seashore, us 
small as a oimicrobe which can only 
be seen under the magnifyiner lass 
in the biologist’s laboratory. 

Many people imistukingly suppose 
that God’s pardon applics to future 
as Well as to past sins. ‘They thik 
it applies to those sins which jwo 
intend to commit as well as to nose 
sins of which we are already giilty 
In the Far East the Mohamyacdans 
suppose that earth and heayen are 
separated by qa great chasoy = Over

Abraham Lincoln's war crv ncainst 
slavery was this: “A house divided 
against itself cannot stand. This 
country must become all slave or all 
free.”" In the same way, man cannat 
have two masters. ‘Either he will 
hate the one and love the other. or 
elge he will hold to the one and de- 
se the other."’ Yet there have been 
thousands upon thousands of-immor- 
tals who have been eternally des- 
troved because they thought they 
could serve God and Satan at the 
Fane time. 

Pardon for the past sins. No par- 
don is promised for the future sine 
which we deliberately intend to com- 
mit. Mr. Moody, I think it was, gave 
this as his testimony: For many 
weeks and months he had been labor- 
ing with a business friend to give his 
heart to God This man at last 
said: “Moody, 1 will do as you ask, 
but upon one condition It has aol- 
Ways bern my atnbition from a boy 
to be worth $100,000, T see that my 
Wealth is rapidly nearing. that mark, 
When T have that much in the bank, 
Toshall then become a Christian and 
be a true, practical Christian as well 
a8 a professing one.”” From that mo- 
nent the man's eternal destiny was 
sealed. His heart became hardened, 
He did reach his $100,000 milestone 
along the pathway of wealth, but he 
never reached the foot of the cross, 
Pardon for sins of 1903. Yes. But 
God offers no assurance of pardon 
for phone sins which we deliberately 
Mean to commit in 1904. 

Standing between the open grave 
of the dying yeur and the cradle of 
the year nbout to be born. we 
should all repent of our sins, Why, 
again? Because the far reaching 
word “repentance’’ embraces another 
far reaching word, ‘‘restitution.”* 
Therefore, if we are going to try to 
undo the many wrongs of the past, 
we must be about our Father’s busi- 
ness very quickly. God forgives those 
who truly repent, but the work of 
restitution or of atonement to our 
brother man who has suflered in 
body or soul by our wrongdoing be- 
longs to us, and we know not how 
Soon the opportunity of doing that 
Work may pass away. 

Sometimes it is not possible for us 
to undo the wrongy of the past. Mr, 
Beecher jn one of his sermons related 
an incident illustrative of this im- 
possibility, While he was living in 
Indianapolis a young mian was en- 
ticed into a gambling den and there 
drugged and cheated out of all his 
money, some $1,500, ‘This callow 
youth begged the robbers to give him 
back at least enough to pay his car 
fare home. ‘They not only refused, 
but kicked him out into the strect. 
Under their brutal treatment the 
young man was driven to commit 
suicide, The owner of that gambling 
den afterward repented of his share 
of the crime, *‘Hut,"* said Mr, Beech- 
er, “all his repentance could not re- 
store his victim’s life and could not 
undo the wrongs of the past.’’ In 
our lives there are thousands of 
wrongs we have done to-others which 
we can never undo, Perhaps by somo 
sinful invitation which we gave or 
by some evil example which we havo 
paraded in our past Hfe we have been 
the means of starting some man, 
some young woman, on q_ life of 
crime and have started them on a 
journey which ended in a drunkard’s 
or a suicide’s grave. 

But though we may be tnable ta 
undo all. wrongs we have done our 
neighbors we can make restitution 
for mgnuy of our pust mixdecds, and

Thurlow will be called upon to re- 
cord thelr votes for or against 
licensing hotcls within the ,town- 
ship. Considerablo Interest In tho 
matter bas already been taken and 
yesterday afternoon, at the village 
of Canifton, after the munlejpal 
nominations had been held the 
electors present wero treated to a 
discussion upon 
Jocal option. rE

Mr. James Huaverson, K.C.. _ of 
Toronto, was present to give reasons 
why the elcctors should not support 
the by-law. | PI ed bei 

Rev. M. Thomas, of Plalaficld, a 
Methodist divine, spoke on . 
other alde. ‘ 

Mr. Haverson was the first speak- 
er. In his opening remarks he re- 
ferred to the time when the Dun- 
klo Act was Introduecd In 1864 and 
inter the Scott Act came Into ef- 
fect. The intenstuon of these Acts 
was to prohibit the gale by retail 
of liquor but they did not prevent 
Its manufacture or sale | wholesale 
or for medicinal or .sacrameatal 
purposes. The present by-law, If 
carried Jn Thurlow. township, would 
have the samo ¢@i{eet, but -In his 
opinion it would not stop its usc, as 
Nquor could be casily obtained from 
the city of Bolleville near by and 
other places. For 14 years the 
Dunkin Act was tried In many 
places and the temperance people 
were not silis{ied, as It was not 
enforeed. The Scott Act was then 
tried, with a like result. Where a 
township or Incorporated place adop- 
ted focal option, If, In his opinion, 
assisted In destroylog trade and 
drunkenness did not decrease. The 
great and only remedy was to 
leave liquor alone. The Scott Act 
was carried In 23 countics in On- 
tarlo when the morement was popu- 
Jar, also in two towns, namely, 
Guelph and St. Thomas. It was 
given in every respect o fair trial, 
but at the present thme not asoli- 
tary vestige of tho Act is left: 
Every county where it had been 
enforecd ond carried by a large ma- 
jority it was repealed by a large 
niajority when an opportunity to 
repeal it was presented to the clec- 
tors, the aggregate majority in fa- 
vor of, repeal being 30,994. What 
brought about this change? Because 
the Act did not decrease drunken- 
ness and Jt was not workable. The 
speaker then read from the Govrern- 
ment statlstles, which showed that 
In tho yeara 1836 to 1899, when the 
Scott Act was In “foree in certain 
countics In this province, there were 
more cases of drunkenncss recorded 
than in the four following yearg 
when the Aet had been repealed. 
Under .these circumstances the 
speaker asked I€ the township of 
Thurlow would be bencfitted In any 
way by passing the local option by- 
lawf Local option had been tried 
in some places and It had not proven 
satisfactory. Anofher scrious imat- 
ter to be considered was what was 
to be done with the hotels if the by- 
law came In force. These places did 
not exist solcly for those who were 
In the business but the travelling 
public, They were a necessity, and 
if closed up where would the travel- 
ler rest’ at night If compelled to be 
upon the road. Would the town-- 
slips or the temperance people re- 
compense the proprictors of the 
hotels for the loss they must Inevit- 
ably sustain? ,

Rev. Mr. W. D. P. Wilson called 
upon the ehalrman {o request Mr.

It 1s One Continuons, Dazaling, Awe 
inspiring Performance. 

If the reader of this has never been 
in a mountain thunderstorm at an ele 
vation of 7,000 feet or more he has 
missed an expérience that will doubt- 
lesa should he ever pass through It add 
several gray hairs to his bead. To me 
@ thanderstorm back east held no spe- 
clal terrors, and frequently I have been 
out in such a demonstration without 
feeling any especial nervousness. Up 
here on the Rocky mountains things 
‘ere different, and I confess now to live 
in awful, abject terror of a thunder- 
storm, especially at night, in my tent. 
I suffer this terror notwithstanding 
the fact that so far the storms have in 
every instance except one gone around 
or beneath us without cren raining 
enough to wet the ground. Bot it is the 
“golng around and beneath” that gets 
on to my nerves, In the first place im- 
agine what it fs to be one and one-half 
miles nearer a rip roaring thunder- 
storm than one is at Pittsburg. Thére 
you have occasional flashes of lightning; 
bere it Is one continuous, dazzling, 
awe inspiring performance. The light- 
ning strikes, too, for /t is no uncommon 
thing during a storm to hear the rocks 
splintering and cracking where one es- 
pecially vigorous bolt bas landed. 

Add to this nerve racking exhibit the 
most awful detcnations of thunder that 
you can imagine and a “straight blow- 
ing” wind that sometimes makes the 
Slaps of your tent play a ragtime mel- 
ody, and you hare some idea of a 
mountain thunderstorm. The thunder 
is worse than the sound ef a mighty 
battle. It bangs up against the mouh- 
tain side and reverberates and rolls off 
into one ear splitting concussion after 
another until you, lying quaking in 
your tent, fully believe that the next 
“boom" will split the mountain and 
Yalley in twain and land you in China 
or some other seaport town. 3 

I lay one night and with chattering 
teeth counted five distinct thunder. 
storms come up to the edge of the pla- 
teau on which my tent stands and 
each time go through with an electrical 
performance that would give a stone 
man a dumb ague, and through it all 
not a cupful of water fell on my tent.

Seme Kvidence That Dreyfus Depends 
Upon For Vindication. 


Paris, Dec, 29.—Tho grounds upon 
which Dreyfus depends for vindication 
and restoration to the army have 
been communicated ‘to the Associated 
Press, Dreyfus charges that a telo- 
gtam from Col, Schwartzkoppen, the 
late German Military Attache here,

Washington, Dec. 30.—An Ottawa 
despatch containing «a statement 
credited ‘to Under Sccretary of Stato 
Pope, regarding the presence of war- 
ships on the Great Lakes, has been 
peinied here, The American State 

partment has not been Informed up 
to this moment that tho Canadian 
Government contemplates placing an 
armed criulser on the lakes in addi- 
tion to the few small national ves- 
sels now maintained there. 

Did Net Vielate Treaty. 


Recently the Canadian Government 
laid down a couple of revenue cut- 
ters for lake service, and although 
these were better’ vessels than those 
heretofore employed the construction 
was not regarded as violating tho 
treaty. Attention was called to the 
matter by some of the Congressmen 
from the Great Lakes section, and a 
United States naval officer visited the 
place and examined the vessels under 
construction, which gave rise to 
sotne {celing On the part of the Cana- 
dians. 

As soon as Congress re-convenes 
there will be a renewal of the at-; 
tempt to secure a repeal or modifi- , 
cation of that section of the Rush © 
treaty between the United States and ; 
Great Britain that limits the use | 
of naval vessels on the lakes. 

To Zater Protest. 

The activity of Representative Wil- ° 
liam Alden Smith of Michigan, bas 
excited a corresponding move in 
Canada. He has heard that the Can- 
adian Government is about to enter 
a formal protest against the location 
of the proposed United States naval 
training station on the Great Lakes. ; 
Mr. Smith is prepared to renew the 
attack upon the Rush treaty, hold- 
ing that it has had a paralyzing and 
disastrous effect upon the shipbuild- 
ing industries of the Great Lakcs.

CANADIAN’S THEORY. 





ABOUT RADIUM PROVED BY EMINENT 
BRITISH SCIENTIST 





“Atemic Distategratien Js the Met Ge 
Leajgme im the New Canadian Theery, 
and the ‘Cazadian’ Thepry for the Fre- 
sent Molds the Field'’—Iateresting Ex- 
periments With the Wonderful Kays. 


Radium’s rays have pierced through 
the walls that scemod to mark the 
Bounds of science and have flung a 
stnong light far beyond them. The 
mysterious metal has been tho means 
of showing that there is much more 
in space than was dreamed of in the 
atomic theory of Dalton or in Fara- 
day’s conception of the ether. Scicn- 
tists, the least prone of mankind to 
dogmatize, have been taught by it 
to suspend judgment about many 
thingy they formerly scouted or den- 
fed. Speculations once regarded as 
fanciful or mad, theories long explod- 
ed or condemned as humbug, are no 
longer treated as necessarily prepos- 
terous, but are being respectfully in- 
vestigated by somo of the most dis- 
tinguished physicists. The guscous 
emanations from radium, given off 
continuously without appreciable loss 
of substance or change of structuro 
in the mass, along with rays that 
penetrate thick walls of lead, recall 
the principle of “‘phlogiston’’ which 
Lavoisier drove out of  cheinical 
science. The disruption of the atom 
brings back old ideas of a primal 
clement. The proved convertibility 
of radium into helium diminishes our 
contempt for the alchemist of the 
Middle Ages. And if the knowledge 
recently obtained of this metal’s pro- 
perties has made some of the dis- 
credited assumptions of the past 
seem less impossible, it mnakes some 
Rewer gucsses nbout the stuff of na- 
ture seem more probable. Its pheno- 
mena Ient support to the view that 
matter and force aro identical. 

Atoms and Klectroas. 

Sir William Ramsay, professor of 
chemistry in University College, Lon- 
don, announced the other day that ho 
had actually changed one element 
into another, From the simple sub- 
stanco radium he had obtained the 
equally simple and markedly distinct 
substance helium. What might not 
be dune after that? Might not the 
experimentalist hit upon the magic 
of so breaking up the atoms of iron 
and so reassuciating the ultimate 
particles as to change the basc metal 
into the precious? For, atoms, till 
lately thought indivisible, are now 
known to bo resolvable into clec- 
trons. ‘That was discovered before 
the wonders of radium attracted at- 
tention. Sir William Lockyer long 
held that the elements were broken 
up in the fiery mass of the sun, thus 
disputing the theory that the com- 
bining unit in undecomposable. But 
it is neither to astronomers nor to 
chemists that we owe the discovery. 
It is the result of investigations into 
the nature of electricity. It is thirty 
Years since Sir William Crookes be- 
gan his observations of tho eficcts 
of electricity In vacuum tubes. They 
Ied him to the conviction that there 
is another state in-which matter may 
exist besides the gascous, liquid and 
solid, und to this fourth state he 
ave the name of ‘‘radiant matter.” 
It ts the result of electrical action 
On the residual gases in the vacuum 
tube. Its constituents are neither 
atoms nor molccules, and whatever 
kind of gas they were produced from 
their properties are the same. So 
Sic William not only broke up tho 
atom but seemed to have got to the 
fundamental element, the constituent 
of all matter. Whatever doubts inay 
have been left by Sie William Crookes 
were pretty complctecly cleared uway 
by Professor J. J. ‘Yhomson,. who 
showed that the atom is burst into 
a thousand fragments in a vacuum. 
These are electrons, and the hypo- 
thesis now adopted is that an atom 
consists of an” aggregation of elec- 
trons in’ orbital revolution. Rays 
somewhat resembling the Rontgen 
ond cathede rays produced by elec- 
tricity in the imperfect vacuuin are 
produced spontaneously by radium. 

Trassmut ae 

Sir William Ramsay's lecture has 
much in common with a spicndid ar- 
ticle that was published in the last 
number of the Edinburgh Koview. He 
is probably the writer. The fact, 
announced in the lecture, that rad- 
furn could be changed into helium is 
one for which the scientifie world 
was prepared. In the Edinburgh Ne- 
View article we find this sentence: 
“Recent discoveries, however, com- 
pel a suspension of judgment as te 
the feasibility of some modified kind 
of transsuutation.”" Further on in 
the article is the following passage 
about radium “and thorium: “Ke 
tnarkable, above all, is their axsoci- 
ation with their better-known — re- 
Jatives of the inert: family. Sir Wil- 
liain Ramsuy and Mr. Soddy obtain- 
ed decisive spectroscopic — evidence 
that the gases evolved fram radiuin 
bromide by solution in water — in- 
clude helium. It scemed, moreover, 
to develop from the emanation. A 
number of characteristic helium rays, 
at first invisible, were derived from 
a tube in which-a radium gas had 
been collected, and allowed to stand 
four or five days. Prof. Rutherford 
is of opinion that tho emergent 
helium was really mado fresh from 
the emanation. For this is appar- 
ently a fecting form of mutter; it is 
breaking up into others, und its 
break-up is accompanied by the 
emission of Alpha-rays. Now Alpha- 
Fays arc, ax we have said, atomic in 
coniposition, and the weight assigned 
to the atoms composing them pos- 
sibly agrees with the atomic’ weight 
of helium, That they arc, in fact, 
helium atoms the Canadian investi- 
gator is persuaded, and we can rely 
upon his neglecting no experimental 
device for testing the truth of so 
significant a view."’ 

Professor Rutherford. 

The Canadian investigator's theory 
has been proved, not by himself, but 
possibly by the very writer of | the 
foregoing passage, by Sir William 
Ramsay at any rate. He stated in 
aon interview that Wrof, Rutherford 
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and Mr. Soddy were’ co-operating 
with him in his investigations. The 
great services by these phy- 
sicists are {freely acknowledged in 
The Edinburgh Review article. In 
that article we are told that the 
analysis of tho eficcts manifested by 
radio-activity has been largely duv 
to the splendid work carried on at 
Montreal by Prof. Rutherford, with 
tho able co-operation of Mr. Soddy. 
“‘He (Prof. Rutherford) employed, 
for tho-first time in such researches, 
a quantitativo method. Ho preciscly 
measured results. The scale by 
which he gauged their intcnsity was 
the fonisation, in a certain interval, 
of a given quantity of air. And this 
in turn was known by tho readings 
of an electrometer. The rate of 
leakage of electricity, then, under 
the influence of emitted rays, supplied 
the standard for determining their 
eMeiency. And it is one eminently 
trustworthy and refined. The elec- 
tric test for radio-activity is of al- 
most preternatpral delicacy. Quan- 
tities of matter can, by its aid, be 
detected five thousand times smaller 
than those rovealed spectroscopical- 
ly."" Credit is given to Prof. Ruth- 
erford for elucidating “‘with brilliant 
success," the nature of the cmana- 
tions, ‘' ‘Atomic disintegration,’ ** 
we ure told, ‘tis the mot de l’enigme 
in the new ‘Canadian*® theory; and 
the Canadian theory, for the present 
holds the ficld.”” *‘A gramme of rad- 
ium, according to Prof. Rutherford’s 
indisputable statement, contains a 
store of power sufficient to raise 500 
tons a mile high." 





SCHOOL GARDENS. 


Natere Study Kagacing the Depariment 
of Education Just Now. 





The establishment of school gardens 
is engaging tge attention of the Edu- 
cation Department. Some explana- 
tion of their purport was given re 
cently by Air, John Millar, Deputy 
Minister of Education. 

“School gardens,"* said the Deputy 
Minister, *‘have been in existence in 
some other countries for several 
years, In *te Eastern States much 
attention has been given to the 
movement, aud much advantage is 
suid to be the result. Any movement 
ix deserving of consideration which 
tends to make children fonder of tho 
country and Jess disposed to fecl that 
everything pleasant ix to be found 
only in the city. 

“fn the establishment of a school 
garden a fairsized site would be de- 
sirable. but much may be accom- 
plished with the present school 
grounds if the matter is taken up 
with interest. Portions of the school 
grounds may be cultivated in coim- 
mon by the pupils under the teach- 
er’s direction, or, what is probably 
better, plots may be assigned to dif- 
ferent scholurs, who will then dis- 
play much pride in having the price 
of ground kept in good shupe. Flow- 
ers and vegetables ure grown in 
such school gardens, and in a few 
places the products have been | xold 
and have realized quite a little re 
venue, which is spent for the  im- 
provement of the school. 

“The subject of Nature Study, 
which in engaging so much attention, 
could be taken up with much great- 
er zeal if school gardens became gen- 
eral. It would he exceedingly desir- 
able if the oprrations of agriculture 
could be ninde imore uttractiva te 
pupils in the rural districts. Naturo 
study will do much in this direction, 
ami, with the establishment of « 
school garden. a teacher will have 
additional facilities; for making a 
success of the subject. 

“That the ‘Legislature is alive to 
the importance of thix matter is 
shown by the fact that $1,000 was 
voted last year for the purpose of 
making «uw beginning. Already much 
has been done to create an interest 
in school gardens in the County of 
Carleton by Inspector Cowley. It is 
intended to muke a grant to each 
school that establishes 4 satisfactory 
school gurden. Too often the school 
grounds are far from being  at- 
tractive. Much has been done al- 
ready by tree-planting on Arbor 
Duy, but it still remains for such 
grounds to be put in still) better 
shape by the establishment of school 
gardens, The farmers of the commun- 
ity will doubtless be ready to uxnist 
terchers in this movement, Cerpain- 
ly the way is open for doing much 
for children living in the country.”

The 
Government at the present time has 
a majority of two In the Lexislature, 
exclusive of the Speaker, and k has 
facing it five protested elections, as 
against two in which it has taken 
similar activu on iis own account 
against Opposition members. Frank- 
ly, the situation is not hopful. if 
the popular vote bad been in ita fav- 
or at the general clection, it would 
have represented a moral force in 
the cyes of the people that would have 
justified the hope that tho party 
would emerge from its perlod of gloom 
with tho possigllity of accomplishing 
inuch useful work in the future.

Awfal Panic Followed Sen of Fatal Flame 
Whieh Swept From Stage to Pit—Seen- 
ery Caught Fire and Gas Reservoirs 
Exploded, Belching Sudden Suffocation 
on Auditers—Feet of the Streng Tramp- 
led Weak Inte Unrecegnizable Shapes. 


Chicago, Dec. 31.—In a fire in the 
Iroquois Theatre, the newest, the 
largest, and, as far as human power. 
could make it, the safest theatro in 
Chicago, it is estimated that 550 
lives were lost in the panic and fire. 
Estimates of the dead and injured 
vary. Tho {police account of the 
dead is 536. The estimate of the 
newspapers is 562. Besides this 
thero are 55 people missing at mid- 
night, the majority of whom are 
probably among the~ dead in the 
morgue and various undertakers’ vs- 
tablishments. Four hundred and: six 
of the dead have becn positively 
identified. Ninety-two persons ure 
known to be injured. ; > 

A few of these people were burned 
to death by fire, many were suffocat- 
ed by gas and scores were trampled 
sto death in the panic that followed 

inad plunge of the frightencd qu- 
dience for the exits. It will be many 


hours before the number of dead is 
accurately known and many days be- 


foro all of them will be identificd. 

There are bodies lying by the doz- 
ens in the undertaking rooms, in tho 
polico stations and in the hospitals. 
from which nearly everything 
could reveal their identity to those 
‘ho knew them best is gone. Their 
clothing is torn to rags or burned 
to cinders; and their faces have been 
trampled into an unrecognizable 
state by the'crowd that fought and 
trampled them down as they fled 
for safety. 

The fire broke out during the eec- 
act of the play ‘Mr. 
Leard,”’ tho first production 
theatre since its ercction. ‘The the- 
atrical company, which was very 
large, escaped to the street in safety, 
nearly all of thein, however, being 
compelled to fice into the snow with 
ho clothing but their stage costumes, 
A few members of the company sus- 
tained minor {njuries, put none were 
Seriously hurt. 

Live Electric Wire Dreke. 


The accounts of the origin of the 
fire are conflicting, and none of them 
certain, but the best reason given is 
that an electric wire near the lower 
part of a piece of drop ®cenery broke 
and grounded, setting the Scenery 
ablaze, The fire Spread rapidly  to- 
ward the front of the stage, causing 
the members of the chorus who Were 
engaged in the performance to fee to ; 
the wings with screams of terror. | 
The fire. itself up to this time was H 
not serious, and possibly could have 
been checked had not the asbestos | 
curtain failed to work. 
_As s0on as the fire was Circovered, | 
Eddie Foy, the comedian of the com- | 
pany, shouted to lower the curtain.

Mxplesion of Gas Reseveirs 

Immediately following this rush of 
flames there came an explosion, 
which lifted the entire roof of the 
theatre from its walls, shattering the 
great skylight into fragments. As 
s00n as the fames first appeared be- 
yond the curtain a man in the rear 
of the hall shouted *‘Fire, fire,’’ and 
the entire audience Tose as one per- 
Son and made for the doors. It is 
believed that the explosion was 
caused by the flames coming in con- 
tact with the gas reservoirs of the 
theatre, causing them to burst. Will 
J. Davis, manager of the theatre, 
said after tho Catastrophe that if the 
People had remained in their seats 
and had not been excited by the cry 
of Gre, not a life would have been 
lost. This, however, is contradicted 
by the statements of the firemmgn, who 
found the bodies of numbers of per- 
sons altting in their seats, their fac- 
es dirceted toward the Stage, as if 
the performance was ctill going on. 
It was the opinion of the Sremen 
that these people were suffocated at 
once by the flow of gas amd fire 
which came from behind the asbestos 
curtain. 
Thirteen Mandred tm Theatre. 


As near as can be ostimated ‘at tho 
Present time, about 1,300 people 
were in the theatre. Threo hundred 
of ee, were on the first floor, the 

alance being jin the two upper bal- 
conies and in the hallways back of 
them, 

The theatre is modelled after the 
Opera Comique in Paris, and from 
the rear of each balcony there ore 
three doors leading out to passage- 
ways towards the front of the thea- 
tro. Two of these doorways are at 
the end of the balcony, and ono 
boing in the centre. The audience in 
its rush for the outer air sccms to 
have, for the greater part, chosen to 
fico to the Jeft entrance and to’ at- 
tompt to make its way down the 
castern stairway Icading into the 
lobby of the theatre. ‘

A number of men were compelled 
to abandon their task and give it 
over to others, whose nerves had not 
yet been shaken, 

As one by one the bodies . were 
dragged out” of the water-sonked 
blackened mass of corpses the spec- 
tucle became more and more heart- 
rending. There were women whose 
clothing was torn completely from 
their bodies above the waists, whose 
bosoms had been trampled into a 
pulp and whose faces were marred be- 
yond all power of identification: 

There were scores and scores of 
people whose faccs had literally been 
trampled complctcly off by tho heals 
of those who rushcd over them. 

Ne Zecape in the Near, 


Tho theatre had . been constructed 
but q short time and all its equip- 
ment wos not yot in place. This was 
unfortunately the case with a fire 
escapo in the rear of the building. 
Tho sinall iron balconies to which 
the ladders were to be attached wero 
up, but the Jadders had not yet Leen 
constructed. When the panic was at 
ita height a great number of wo.nen 
ran for theso fire-cscapes only to 
find os. they emerged from the 
doorway upon the little iron plat- 
form that they were 30 to 50 foet 
from the ground, a fire behind and 
no method of escape in front. ‘Those 
who reached {he platforin first en- 
deavored to hold their footing and 
to keep back the crowd that pressed 
upon them from the rear. The ef- 
fort wos utterly useless and in a 
few moments the fron ledges were 
jammed with crowds of women, who 
screamed, fought and tore at each 
other like maniacs. ‘lhis lasted but 
a brief time and the rush from the 
interior of the building became so 
violent that many of them were 
crowded off and {ell to the granite 
pavement below. Others Icaped from 
the platform, fracturing legs and 
arms, arid two were picked up at 
this point with fractured skulls, hav- 
ing been instantly killed.
